Morton was called to a seat on the piatform and 
was given three cheers. Somebody deciared 
that he had discovered Gen. James W. Husted, 
the Chairman of the Saratoga Convention, in 
the throng, and he, too, was called by the con- 
vention to the platform. Somebody else discov- 
ered that the gentleman with a glistening poll 
and a remarkable resemblance to the General 
was not the Eagle of Westchester, but the bald 
bird of some other locality. 

it had been the intention of the leaders to call 
Cornelius N. Bliss to the Chair, but at the last 
moment it was found that he had not arrived, 
and so Edward Mitchell was, on motion ot 
Henry L. Sprague, made the Chairman of the 
County Convention. When Mr. Bliss appeared, 
so00n afterward, he was greeted with cheers. 
In . accepting the Chairmanship Mr. Mitch- 
ell congratulated the party upon its 
united and harmonious - spirit. “It has 
not,” he said, “taken the Republican 
Party 25 years asa minority party to learn the 
Jessous of experience. One year has sufliced for 
it to learn wisdom. [Applause.] Your State 
Convention has nominated such excellent can- 
didates also that even your opponents are com- 
pelled to admit that their selection was wise 
and the platform on which they were placed is 
sound.” Knox McAtee was elected Secretary, 
and the convention proceeded to its lubors. 

The contest in the ever inbarmonious Fif- 
teenth District was the first thing to be settled. 
Henry G. Leask presented the cause of the sit- 
ting delegates, headed by R. A. Greacen, and 
Mr. McWilliams that of the contestants, with M. 
L. Hollister at their head. They were each given 
five minutes, and then, on motion of Samuel H. 
Randall, both sets of delegates were given seats 
with a‘nalf vote each. 

Nominations were announced to be in order 
and Col. George Bliss presented the name of 
George C. Barrett. ‘Notas a Republican, nor 
asa Democrat, but asa gentieman who, in 1871, 
in the midst of the reform movement against 
Tweed, was taken up by our citizens and piaced 
on the Supreme Court bench, is his name pre- 
sented,” [cheers,} said Mr. Bliss. The nomuna- 
tion was seconded by Rufus F, Andrews, A. J. 
Dittenhoefer, and Robert Sewell, and on motion 
of ex-Assemblyman Lewis it was made by accla- 
mation. 

Judge John Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, 
was nominated by John E. Brodsky and was 
seconded by Bankson T. Morgan. One of the dele- 
sates objected to a suspension of the rules, and 
the interminable roli had to be called. **I don’t 
like this man and I vote against him,’ said Col, 
Michael Cregan, of the Sixteenth District. The 
Judge was deciared the nominee of the conven- 
tion. 

The name of Theron G. Strong, the partner of 
Elihu Root, was presented by Henry L. Sprague 
as candidate for Judge of the Common Pieas, 
nnd his nomination was made by acclamation. 

The renomination of Judge Granville P. 
Hawes was moved by Charles H. Knox, and this 
ziso was done by acclamation. For the second 
City Court Judgeship James W. Hawes was 
nominated by Col. Ethan Allen. ** Mr. Hawes,"

The rules were suspended and the rest of the 
ticket was nominated by acclamation. George 
B. Deane presented the name of John W. Ja- 
cobus for Sheriff. J. L.N. Hunt nominated ex- 
Senator Louis 8. Goebel for County Clerk. Ex- 
Tax Commissioner Thomas B. Asten was nomi- 
nated for President of the Board of Aldermen 
by Judge Horace Russell, who,in the course 
of his speech, said: “If at any time it 
should happen that our Mayor should be 
absent, engaged in the business of his Peru- 
viap mine orin note shaving, and Mr. Asten is 
called to his office forthe time being, the peo- 
ple may be assured that their interests will not 
juffer.’’ For the three Coronerships, Col. George 
C. Kibbe was nominated by Gen. James M. Var- 
num, Major John R. Nugent by Commissioner 
Edmund Stephenson, and ex-Senator and ex- 
Assemblyman Ferdinand Eidman by Judge A. 
J. Dittenhoefer. 

The ticket was approved with three cheers, 
and so was the State ticket, and a resolution of 
Gen. Barnum was adopted pledging the election 
of membersof the Legislature who would give 
just and reasonable legislation on the gas ques- 
tion and on labor matters. 

Prior to the assembling of the convention the 
County Committee held a brief session. It was 
called to order by Chairman Edward Mitchell, 
and then, after receiving from its Executive 
Committee, through Solon B. Smith, a proposed 
amendment to the constitution, it immediately 
dissolved. Thisamendment, which under the rule 
wiil have to be acted upon at another meeting,isa 
modification of the fundamental test anplied to 
applicants for membership in the party organi- 
zation in the county,so that independents and 
all others may be enroiled in the district organ- 
izations. Its presentation is an evidence of the 
progressive spirit of the party leaders in the 
county. The amendment reads as follows, its 
hew matter being in italics: 

“ The fundamentai test of the right of any person to 
be enrolled shail be that he voted at the last election 
for Electors of President and Vice-President of the 
Unitea States for the Electors of the Republican 


Party. lf then out of the county, or not of age, 
br not attached to the Republican Party, or 
for apy reason not able to vote, it will be 


sufficient that his present general intention is to 
act with the Republican Party at the next ensuing 
election. If for any other reason he fatled to vote for 
the Republican Electors at the election of 1884, it will 
be sufictent that he voted for the candidates of the Re 
~ lican Part. for State offvers at the election of 1885. 

e must state that he wili not during the year attend 
or take part in the primaries of any other political or- 
ganization.”

REPUBLICAN GAINS IN 
PUBLICANS WIN IN COLUMBUS, 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 20.—The official count 
of the Hamilton County returns has advanced 
as far down the list as the Twelfth Ward. It 
will not be completed before Friday night. 
Thus far the corrections of the newspaper re- 
turns have been an advantage rather than 
otherwise to the Republicans. The tally shects 
in fully half the precincts show discrepancies 
between the number of “tallies” and the foot- 
ings. County Cierk Dalton,a Democrat, under 
whose supervision the count is made, adopted 
the rule that in these cases either the “tallies” 


or the footings may be considered the official re- 
turn, according as the evidence at hand indi- 
cates which 1s probably correct. Under this 
ruling Clerk Daiton bas been able to siightly 
swell the totals for the Democratic candi- 
dates, but other things have occurred which 
have more than offset these gains. For example, 
when one of the Ninth Ward precincts was 
reached, and the envelope containing the re- 
turns was opened, it was found that the only 
figures which it contained were on a blank upon 
which returns were collected on the night of the 
election for the Democratic Duckworth Club. 
The tally sheets were un entire blank, and so 
were the poll books. The precinct is strongly 
Democratic, and the necessity of passing it was 
a loss to that ticket, but the feature of the mat- 
ter which particularly pleased Republicans was 
the convincing evidence, thus. unexpectedly 
furnished, that no poll book was kept as the law 
explicitly directs, and no effort made in other 
respects to comply with the law or to make a 
correct return of the vote cast. 

The Citizens’ Committee is receiving for the 
fund for prosecuting election offenders an aver- 
age of $1,000 a day, in contributions ranging 
trom 5cents to $leach. They come from peo- 
pie in humble circumstances and school cnil- 
dren. 

Ina mandamus proceeding to-day, directed 
against the Judges of the **E” Precinct of the 
EKiebteenth Ward, evidence was offered to the 
effect that the ee Judge was not per- 
mitted to enter the room in which the count 
was made; that the registry book was destroyed 
at 8 o’clock in the morning, and all votes were 
received which were offered, whether objection 
was made or not; that Republican challengers 
were driven from the polls, and the copy of the 
names on the registry book which they had pro- 
vided for use in detecting iliegal voters was 
taken from them and destroyed: that 72 illegal 
votes were cast by repeaters, and that a police- 
man was seen giving money to some of the re- 
peaters, 


CoLtumstrs, Oct. 20.—The alteration of 
the election returns in this city continues to be 
the all-absorbing topic of conversation. Clerk 
Joyce, the custodian of the poll book and tally 
sheets, is doing all in his power to apprehend the 
guilty party or parties. The County Commus- 
sioners have been urged to offer a reward, and 
will probably do so to-morrow. The Democrats 
are deeply humiliated and demoralized over the 
exposure of the fraud, and the defeated candi- 
dates emphatically deny any knowledge of it. 
They have refused to accept certificates, as their 
election depended on the 300 votes that were 
added to the tally sheet. So to-day the certifi- 
cates of election were given to the successful 
Republicans.

TWO MEN KILLED, THREE INJURED, AND 


ENGINES AND CARS SMASHED. 

WiLLIAMSPORT, Penn., Oct. 20.—Two sec- 
tions of a freight train were waiting this even- 
ing on a siding near Allen's Tower, on the south 
side of the Susquehanna River, about four miles 
from here, for the accommodation train which 
leaves Williamsport at 6:35 P. M. for the east. 
The train was late, and did not leave until 7:02. 
The express train west ran past the red light at 


the tower, and came into collision with the 
east-bound accummodation on the curve 
near Potter’s Crossing at 7:20. Engine No. 
2,014 of the Philadelphia and Erie Branch 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, east bound, 
and engine No. 2.086, west bound, express, bag- 
gage, and one passenger coach on the train 
west, and a like number on the east-bound train 
were badly damaged. Eugene Thorn, fireman on 
the east-bound train, was killed and horribly 
mangled. He leaves a family. Arthur Mid- 
dienauf, express messenger on the west-bound 
train, wus also killed. He leaves a widow and 
three children. Daniel Roat, engimeer on the 
west-bound train, was badly injured. He lives 
at Renovaand basafamily. Henry Weicomer, 
engineer of the east-bound train, was also badly 
injured. He lives at Harrisburg. James A. 
Scott, a traveling man, residing at Trenton, N. J., 
had his ear cut and was badly bruised. Both 
trains were well filled with passengers, some of 
whom were brought to thiscity, and others were 
taken on a special train to Harrisburg. 


SENATOR EVARTS IN BUFFALO. 

BurFaLo, N. Y., Oct. 20.—Senator Will- 
iam M. Evarts addressed an enthusiastic audi- 
ence of 5,000 persons to-night at the Main-Street 
Rink. It was the first and only big demonstra- 
tion of the kind in Buffalo thiscampaign. The 
Republican League, handsomely uniformed, 
served as escort for Mr. Evarts. After the meeting 
Mr. Evarts held a reception at the Genesee 
House, which was largely attended. His address 
to-night was characteristically able and witty. 
This was his first speech of the campaign. 
He speaks twice more, once at Syracuse 
Wednesday night, and later in the campaign in 
New-York. In response toan inquiry as to his 
views concerning the State ticket Mr. Evarts 
said: ‘** I have feit all along that we could carry 
the State this Faliif we had good men on the 
ticket. I think the ticket isa most satisfactory 
one, and I approve of itas the choice of a free 
convention.’ Mr. Evarts further said that the 
State Committee was relaxing no efforts to as- 
sure itssuccess, and he felt sanguine of the re- 
suit in November. 








A PENSION AGENT FINED. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 20.—Charles Payne, 
Jr., an alleged lawyer, living in Millville, N. J., 
was tried in the Federal Court to-day for pre- 
senting forged affidavits to the Pension Depart- 
ment at Washington in support of a personal 
claim for a pension. It turned out that he 
wrote the signatures of three citizens of his 
town, certifying to the allewation that he was 
disabled while a member of Company B of the 
Twelfth New-Jersey Volunteers. The jury re- 
mained out until 10:30 o'clock to-night, when 
they returned with a verdict of guilty. There 
are two other indictments against Payne for ex- 
torting illegal pension fees from poor veterans. 
He was fined for a similar offense at the last 
term of the Federal Court. 





CANON FARRAR’'S EULOGY. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 20.—Canon Farrar 
has consented to present to the Webster Histor- 
ical Society the original manuscript of his eulo- 
gy on Gen. Grant, delivered at Westminster 
Abbey.

A. Hyde a committee to receive the same and to 
convey the thanks of the society to Canon Far- 
rar.

GREEKS EAGER FOR WAR 


THE SERVIANS ALSO DETERMINED: 
TO FIGHT. 
BULGARIA AND ROUMELIA NOT TO BE UNIT- 
ED WITHOUT A STRUGGLE—RUSSIA 
READY TO LAND AN ARMY AT VARNA. 


Atuens, Oct. 20.—The Greeks are wild 
with enthusiasm; 80,000 men of the Reserves 
have been enrolled during the past five days, 
and thousands are arriving from all parts of 
Greece, including Peloponnesus and the islands 
inthe Zgean Sea. The people are clamoring 
for war. 

The Government, replying to the latest re- 
monstrance of the powers in regard to the war 
preparations that are being made by Greece, 
says that a Bulgaro-Roumelian union would 
expose the Greek and non-Bulgarian population 
in Bulgaria to complete annihilation, and it is 
therefore impossible for Greece to remain pas- 
sive when her vital interests are threatened. 

The Council of Candia, the largest city in 
Crete, has voted in favor of a union with Greece, 
but the populace refuse to revolt against the 
Turkish Government before Greece declares 
war. 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, Oct. 20.—Mr. Lascelles, 
the British Agent and Consul-General for Bul- 
garia, bas left this city for Sophia. The tension 
is increasing. and war with Servia is well nigh 
inevitable. Bulgaria has done her utmost to 
avert such a catastrophe. Prince Alexander has 
summoned the whole of the national militia of 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia for immediate 
service in defense of the country. 

The Servian troops nearest to the town of 
Widdin having assumed a menacing attitude, 
Prince Alexander made a formal protest in re- 
gardto the matter. King Milan was further 
urged by Austria not to begin hostilities, and 
the Nervian troons were accordingly withdrawn 
a distance of 10 miles. 


Paris, Oct. 20.—A telegram from St. 
Petersburg, received at a late hour this evening, 
says that Russia has made preparations to land 
90,000 troops at Varna,a seaport town of Bul- 
garia, in 24 hours in case of need. 


Lonpon, Oct. 20.—Lord Salisbury has in- 
formed the Porte that Engiand will send an en- 
ergetic remonstrance to Servia and Greece 
against their formidable armaments and advise 
them to keep quiet. 

M. Christite!:, the Servian Minister, in his let- 
terto Mr. Gladstone yesterday, said he hoped 
the solution of the Roumelian question would 
include a plan for the preservation of the bal- 
ance ot power in the Kast and a union of Servia, 
Bulgaria, and Greece against foreign invasion. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 20.—The Bulgarian 
Diplomatic Agent here has informed the Porte 
that Prince Alexander submits entirely to the 
decision of the conference. 

Troops and war materials continue to leave 
Philippopolis and Rustchug for the Servian 
frontier. Ata meeting of volunteer squadrons 
at Rustchuk it was decided that they would 
make any sacrifices to repel Servia. 


Lonpon, Oct. 2L—The Government of 
Roumania has forbidden the exportation of 
horses from that country to Bulgaria. Russian 
officers at Odessa are now refused leave of ab- 
sence,

ENGLISH CAMPAIGN ISSUES. 

SIR CHARLES DILKE SPEAKS IN LONDON— 
MR. CHAMBERLAIN MOBBED. 
Lonpon, Oct. 20.—Sir Charles Dilke, 
speaking in London this evening, said that while 
the Liberals favored unity between the colonies 
and the mother country they did not agree with 
the principles of federation, which, in their 
opinion, would be unworkable. They believed 
thata separate army for the colonies would be 
better than the present system. The speaker 
dwelt upon the importance of increasing British 
influence in Burmah, with the view of se- 


curing there a field for future trade. He 
spoke of the great benefits to trade to 
be derived from a good understanding 


with China, and said that ap alliance with China 
was worth alliances witb a dozen countries like 
Turkey. It was pot intended, he said, that the 
free educational system should interfere with 
the voluntary schools. He advocated a separate 
army for India in order to avoid losses by sick- 
ness and a greater dependence upon volunteers 
in time of war. 

Lord Rosebery, in a speech at Sheffield this 
evening, said that the country must be prepared 
to face the question of State emigration as an 
antidote to depression in trade. 

The Government will prosecute Mr. Pyne, the 
Parnellite candidate for Parliament for Water- 
ford, for a seditious speech recently made at 
Cionmel, 


BIRMINGHAN, Oct. 20.—Seven hunded un- 
employed workmen in this city to-day marched 
to the residence of Mr. Chamberlain. The Chief 
of Police, learning of their intention and fearing 
violence, senta large force of police by a shorter 
route, and when the procession arrived at Mr. 
Chamberlain’s house the found it sur- 
rounded by policemen. After a consultation 
a deputation of three of the unem- 
ployed men were admitted to see Mr. 
Chamberlain. They detailed their grievances 
and flatly acoused Mr. Chamberlain of making 
a row with the wealthier classes to alienate 
sympathy for the suffering poor for personal 
political argrandizement. r. Chamberlain re- 
fused to attend the meetihg at the Town Hall in 
aid ot the distress fund. The men then returned 
to their place of meeting, howling against Mr. 
Chamberlain.

SCRAPS OF LONDON NEWS. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20.—Ellen Terry, the act- 
tress, who has been ill the past few days, is 
considerably improved to-day. 

The Grand Jury bas found a true bill against 
Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, and 


the other prisoners in the Armstrong case for 
abduction, conspiracy, and indecent assault. 

The case of Mrs. Langtry, who was summoned 
to appear before the County Court of Chelsea 
for retusing to pay bousehold debts contracted 
while living with ber husband, came up fora 
hearing to-day, but was postponed until Nov. 3 
at the request of her counsel, who pleaded 
that his client could not appear, owing 
to professional engagements whicb could 
not be broken without serious damage to the 
defendant. A numberof dressmakers’ bills are 
among the items mentioned in the summons. 
Mrs. Langtry claims that her husband is respon- 
sible for the debts. Mr. Langtry’s friends state 
that he isunable to pay the bilis,as the only 
source of income he has at present is an annuity 
allowed him by his wife on condition that he 
does not molest her. 

It will be impossible for the Indian Govern- 
ment’s ultimatum to reach King Theebaw in less 
than a fortnight. King Theebaw has sent large 
bodies of mento British territory.

A STRANGE SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 


ONE GIRL FATALLY WOUNDED AND ONE 
SERIOUSLY INJURFD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—About 200 girls 
are employed in Blood Brothers’ hosiery mill at 
Allegheny-avenue and Weikle-street. Atabout 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon all of the employes 
were busy at theirlooms. A few minutes later 
Mary Riley, whose loom was within a few feet 
of a window facing on Weikle-Street, called to 
her friend, Ellen McMonigle, to “come quick 
and see a man shoot a flock of sparrows.” Ellen 
dropped her shuttle, and going across the room 
joined her friend at the window. They sawa 
young man passing with a double barreled shot- 
gun thrown across his left arm. Then there was 
a loud report, a crash of breaking glass, ana the 
two girls fell to the floor clasped in each other’s 
arms shrieking. Their cries were heard through- 
out the building. A panic ensued and someof 
the girls Jumped from the windows, but without 
serious injury. John Blood, one of the pro- 
prietors, hearing that some one had been 
shot, ran up stairs and met Mary Riley 
with blood streaming from half a dozen wounds 
on her face, Ellen McMonigle lay on the floor 
feebly moaning, with a frightful wound on her 
torehead. She was taken to the Episcopal Hos- 
ital, and will die. The gun was in the hands of 
atrick Streid, a young man living in the neigh- 
borhood. He was arrested, but declares the 
shooting entirely accidental. He is distracted, 
and says he does not know how the gun came to 
go off. The gun was lying over his left arm, ana 
pointing toward the girls as he passed the win-

HELD IN CHECK BY GRANT 


HOW PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S PLANS: 
WERE DEFEATED. 








THE RELATIONS OF THE GENERAL AND PRES~ 


IDENT AS TOLD BY THE FORMER TO 
CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW. 


Col. F. D. Grant has acknowledged the 
receipt of the following letter from the Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew, adding in his note to Mr. 
Depew that he had been able to verify the facts 
mentioned in the letter from documents, letters, 
and personal recollections: 

NEw-YORK, Oct. 12, 1885, 

My DEAR COLONEL: In answer to your re- 
quest for the particulars of the conversation 
I bad with your father, and to which I aliuded 
in a speech before the Chamber of Commerce, 
the following is my best recollection: 

About four years ago I sut beside Gen. Grant 
at dinner. There were many courses, slowly 
served, and the entertainment lasted several 
hours. We fiscussed many matters suggested 
by his travels around the world, and among 
other things he said to me that when in China 


Prince Kung, who was Kegent and the 
real ruler during the minority ot the 
Emperor, told him of their controversy 
with Japan. War was about to be de- 


clared, and the Prince thought it would be a 
long and bloody one, and asked Gen. Grant if he 
would act as arbitrator. The General declined 
for want of time, but principally because he was 
& private person and had no power to enforce 
his decision. He suggested, however, the terms 
of compromise. When in Japan shortly after, 
the Mikado’s Ministers told their side of the 
trouble and revealed the fact that several of the 
European Governments were actively stirring 
up the strife on both sides, hoping to benefit by 
the war. The same request was made to him on 
the part of the Japanese Government—to act as 
urbitrator—and in again declining, he stated the 
substance of the compromise he had advised for 
China. The two nations adopted substanially 
the terms proposed by Gen. Grant, aud a disas- 
trous conflict was averted. 

The conversation drifted into a consideration 
of his relations with President Andrew Johnson. 
The narrative of this period was oneof the most 
graphic descriptions to whichI ever listened, 
and it is unfortunate for history and posterity 
that it cannot be preserved as it was told. It 
bad the local coloring of conversations with 
and statements by the chief actors, and of the 
situations of parties and persons as the events 
occurred, invaluable asa portraiture and esti- 
mate of the times. I said in my address that 
Gen. Grant performed services to his country 
which were unwritten quite as important as any 
that were recorded, and I think this narrative 
will bear me out. This is tbe substance of the 
story: : 

Johnson began the day after the assassination 
of Mr. Lincoln to loudly proclaim at all times and 
places, with constant reiteration, the shibboleth 
“Treason is odious and must be punished, and 
the chief rebels shall be hung.”’ To give effect 
to this sentiment, as soon as be was inaugurated 
he insisted upon the United States courts in Vir- 
ginia finding indictments against all the leading 
members of the Confederacy. He also wanted 
the officers in the rebel army who had left the 
regulararmy to join the rebellion to be sum- 
marily dealt with by court-martial. These 
movements of the resident produced the 
greatest consternation throughout the South. 
The Confederate ijeaders appealed to Grant to 
protect them on the parole he had given. He 
saw Johnson on the subject, only to be informed 
that the President was by the Constitution 
Commander-in-Chief of the army, and that any- 
thing done by the commanding General on the 
field was done subject to his approval or rejec- 
tion, and he rejected the terms. Gen. Grant 
urged that the rebels had surrendered on these 
conditions, disbanded their organizations, sub- 
mitted universally to the situation, and were 
carrying out in good faith their part of the 
agreement, and every consideration of both 
honor and expediency demanded egual good 
faith on the part of the Government. ‘The other 
course would have led to an endless guerrilla 
warfare, conducted in a country admirably 
adapted for it by desperate and hopeless men. 
Johnson obstinately adhered to his view, and as- 
sumed the authority of commander when 
Grant flatly told him that if there were to be 
any court-martials one must be called to try 
Gen. Grant first, that he would by every means 
in his power protect his parole, and appeal to 
Congress and the country. 

In the halt called by this attitude of Gen. 
Grant a very remarkabie change ocoured in the 
views and polley of President Johnson. Gen. 
Grant discovered that the most frequent and 
favored visitors to the White House were the 
men whom the Presideut had proscribed. In 
the General's opinion Johnson's loyalty was sub- 
ordinate to, if not entirely dependent upon, his 
intense hatred of the slave holding oligarchy. 
He wasa poor white, had been a journeyman 
tailor, and, notwithstanding the distinguisbed 
public positions he had held, he could not break 
through the class barrier, and was treated so- 
cially with contempt by this proud aristocracy. 
When they plunged into rebellion he saw 
his opportunity. e believed in the spower 
of the Government, and thought that the 
time had come when he could defeat his 
enemies, confiscate their property, burmiliate 
their pride, and possibly deetroy them. The ab- 
sorbing ambition and passion of his life had 


‘been to be received and treated as one of them by 


the oligarchy. Having failed in that, and suf- 
fered insult and indignity in the effort, he be- 
came one of the most vindictive of men. He 
saw them foiled in their rebellion, defeated and 
impoverished, and now be wanted to kill them. 
While he was devising means to overcome Gen. 
Granut’s resistance to this last purpose the leaders 
of the old feudalism called upon him. They 
admitted their former treatment of him and 
justified it. They said that in all ages and 
countries where caste distinctions existed con- 
ditions were always possible which promoted 
men who had achieved success from the lower 
into thenoble order. As President ot the United 
States he became, regardless of birth or ancestry, 
not only a member of their order, but its leader. 

Jobnson was wild with delight; ambition and 
pride were both satisfied. He became as anxious 
to sustain and perpetuate insome form a system 
which had given the highest social and political 
distinction to a few great families as he had 
been to destroy it. Grant did not have long to 
wait for the formulation of his plan. The Presi- 
dent sent for him, and said that the radical 
measures of Congress were revolutionary and 
would destroy the country.4jThe war was over, 
and the Republic wanted peace, and that was 


possible only by a union of all sections. The 
provisiona) Governments provided tor the 
seceded States were temporary expe- 


dients, without constitutional authority, and 
the States had all the rights and should possess 
all the powers they had before the war. He bad 
perfected a scheme to accomplish this result, and 
with Gen. Grant's assistance its success was as- 
sured. He wouid by proclamation direct the 
rebel States to send to Washington their full 
quota of Senators and Representatives. He had 
assurances from enough members from the 
North who, united with them, would make a 

uorum of one House at least if not both. The 

ongress thus formed he would recognize and 
install at the Capitol. If the other Northern 
members did not choose to join, they would be 
& powerless rump meeting in some hall. To the 
General’s suggestion that this would start the 
civil war afresh the President replied: ‘They 
who do it will be the rebels; but if you sustain 
me resistance is impossible.’ He appealed to 
Grant to stand by him in the crisis and they 
would be the saviors of the Republic. 

After endeavoring fora iong timein vain to 
convince the President of the folly of sucha 
course and its certain failure, no matter who 
sustained it, Grant finally told him that he 
would drive the Congress so constituted out of 
the Capitol at the point of the bayonet, give 

ossession of the building to the Senators and 

epresentatives from the loyal States and pro- 
tect them. If necessary he would appeal to the 
country and to the army he had so recently 
mustered out of the service. Mr. Johnson asked 
him if he did not recognize the powers vested in 
the President by the Constitution, and if he 
would refuse to obey the Commander-in-chief. 
Gen. Grant said that under such circumstances 
he most certainly would. 

Shortly afterward the President sent for Gen. 
Grant and said to him that the relations of our 
Government with Mexico were very delicate, 
and he wished him to go tothe city of Mexico 
at once on 8 very important mission. The Gen- 
eral knew that this was to get him out of the 
way and put it in the power of the President 
to call as his successor to Washington some 
officer upon whom he could rely. He replied 
that if the alae was a diplomatic one 
he _ decline in If it was a_i military 
one he refused to obey, because’ the 
General of the Army could not be ordered 
to a foreign country with which we are at peace. 
The interview was a stormy one, but the subject 
was dropped. Oneday the General was sent 
West on a tour of inspection. He knew that 
Gen. Sherman was to be his successor, and in 
him he nad absolute confidence. The outspoken 
loyalty of that great soldier prevented the proj- 
ect ever being renewed. 

It is at this date needless to speculate upon 
what might have happened had Gen. Grant act- 
ively assisted or passively obeyed the President. 
No one dounts the courage and obstinacy of An- 
drew Johnson, and only a man of equal firmness 
and determination could have prevented a most 
calamitous and unfortunate strife at the most 
critical period of the reconstruction of the Ke- 
public.

At an early 
hour this morning he called on Charlies Baden, a 
reporter of the German Tribune and a member 
of the Liederkranz Society, to which Huendling 
also belonged, to request him to be — at 
Taskeli’s arraignment in the Criminal Court and 
act as his legal adviser, as Taskell would ae 
probability be represented by counsel. He did 
not in any way intimate that be intended to 
take the Jawinto his own bands. Taskell was 
arraigned before the Mayor yesterday, but on 
information his case was taken before the Crim- 
inai Court. At9o’clock he was brought before 
Judge Norton, arraigned, pleaded, and the trial 
was set for Thursday. feinhardt Huendling 
was in the courtroom when Taskell was ar- 
raigned. After the date had been fixed for the 
trial, when the officers of the court were leadin 

bim away and just as they had reached the mi 

die door of the court room, Huendling, who 
had been following the prisoner, stepped in front 
ot him and pulled out a revolver, discharging 
the weapon at his sister's assailant. The ball 
entered his left side and lodged near the heart 
cee a wound which was at once pronounced 

atal. 

After the shooting and at the jail Huendling 
said to the reporter who had come to see him: 
“T think you would have done the same thing 
if you had been in my place. My mother is 
broken down and ny ager is suffering greatly.”’ 
Tren he asked: “Is he not dead yet?” meaning 
Taskell. When Baden asked him why he dia 
not tell him this morning that he intended to 
shoot Taskeli he said: ** Well, if I had told you 
you would have attempted to talk me out of it.” 

The general remark about the Court House 
after the shooting was that Taskell had oe 
received what he deserved, and that Huendlin 
bad saved the county the expense of a trial. 
The deed seems to meet with the unanimous 
approval of the public, and people were very 
free in expressing their satisfaction at Huend- 
ling’s act. Thescenein the court room at the 
time of the shooting was one of the greatest 
confusion. A bystander said: **{ was not payin 
very much attention to the proceedin an 
might have been nearly asleep, when was 
startled by the report of a pistol. Then followed 
the shrieks of a number of women, and my first 
thought was that of anxiety as to whether any 
more shots were to follow. Probably not a 
dozen people inthe court room knew just what 
bad occurred and thought it might have been 
some crazy man firing promiscuously into the 
crowd. As near as I could see, Taskell, after he 
was shot, tried to run away from the avenger 
and to hide under the stairs. As soon as people 
realized what had been done every ane seemed 
to think that the act was justifiable and the ter- 
rible punishment richly deserved.” 





THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION, 


EVERYTHING IN READINESS FOR THE OPEN- 
ING ON NOV. 10. 

NEw-OR.LEANS, Oct. 20.—A largely at- 
tended mass meeting was held at the Grand 
Opera Hou-e this evening to listen to the report 
made by the Board of Management of the work 
done in preparing for the opening of the North, 
Central, and South American Exposition on 
Nov. 10. The President, 8S. B. McConnico, stated 
that the central idea of the American Exposi- 
tion was the inauguration of a hemispherical 
commercial poiicy which shall establish closer 
relations between the peoples of the three 
Americas and divert to the markets of the 


United States the vast trade of the Spanish and 
Portuguese American countries that is now 
lost. to them and develop the far great- 
er trade that yet lies dormant, awaiting 
only the touch of American energy and genius. 
From Central and South America we have been 
assured of the participation of Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, San Salvador, United States of Colombia, 
Venezuela, Peru, Chili, Brazil, Argentine Re- 
public, and San non From Europe there 
will be large representations from Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Austria, and Rus- 
sia, while from Asia we shall have China and 
Japan. The space in the main building, with its 
vast area of 33 acres, is absorbed, and from this 
time forward we shall be compelled to re- 
fuse new applicants, except to the extent 
that it may be possible to accommodate them 
by crowding those who have already entered.

ANON FARRAR TALKS: ABOU2 
THE ATONEMENT. 
,OPENING.OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH CONs 
GRESS IN NEW-HAVEN—MANY. DISTIN- 
GUISHED DIVINES PRESENT. 

‘New-HAvVEN, Conn., Oct. 20—This is a 
city of broadoloth coats and white neckties to- 
day. The Episcopal Church Congress began to- 
day, and the voluntary delegates from England, 
from Canada, and from all parts of the United 
States are being as hospitably entertained as 
New-Haveners know how to entertain. Long 
before the line of clergymen passed up the 
broad aisle of Trinity Church this morning the 
building was crowded by a congregation which 
included prominent laymen, Yale Professors, 
and well known citizens, assembled for the com- 
munion services which were to formally open 
the tenth congress. The Right Rev. John Will- 
tams, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of Connecticut, had 
charge of theservices. Hisassistants were Bish- 
ops Whipple, of Minnesota, and Neeley, of 
Maine, Bishop Whipple delivering a short ad- 
dress just before the communion, which was ad 
ministered by Bishop Neetey. 

While the services at the church were drawing 
to a close, Carll’s Opera House, where the busi- 
ness sessions of the congress are held, was rapid- 
ly being filled by people anxious to see the dig- 
nitaries of the Episcopal Church. On the stage 
were arranged seats for 100 of the delegates, and 
these were occupied immediately after the close 
of thecommunion. Bishop Williams arain pre- 
sided, and among those around him were Bishops 
Dudley, of Kentucky; Niles, ot New-Hamp- 
shire; Coxe, of Western New-York; Clark, of 
Rhode Island; Doane, of Albany; Garrett, of 
Western Texas; Neeley, of Maine; Pad- 
Massachusetts, and Whippie, 
President Smith, of Trinity 
President Porter, of Yale; the 
Rev. Tiffany, of New-York City; tha 
Rev. Dr. T. P. Tristin, the Rev. W. Hay Aitken, 

nd the Rev. H. R. aweis, of England; ths 

ev. Phillips Brooks, of Boston, and the v. 
Drs. H. Y. Satterlee and George D. Wildes, of 
New-York. The Rev. Dr. Martin, ot New-York, 
led the singing, assisted by a cornet player and & 
pianist. 

Bishop Williams delivered the inaugural ad~ 
dress, in which, after welcoming the congress 
in the name of the city, the State, and the 
diocese, he said: “Itis true that we are not 
here to decree anything, to bind ourselv 
or others to gic em 9 to pass any hard anc 
fast resolutions which are to be maintained 
and enforced in the face of any and all 
opposition, We should, most of us, I doubt not,, 
accept the saying of Sir Henry Wotten: ‘ Prur- 
itus disputandi scorbi ecclesiw.’ But surely 
disputation for the sake of a forensic victory 
and disoussion in the interest of truth are widely 
different things. Fair and honest discussion can 
never issue in anything but good.” After ex- 
pressing his convictions that many of the errors 
of modern times have sprung from the word- 
splitting theology of the medieval ages Bishop 
Williams continued: “ Let, then, some! mistake 
ocour; let some single truth or doctrine be 
dislocated from its proper place; letsome human 
theory about a given doctrine or truth be thrust 
into the place of the doctrine or truth it- 
self, and who can measure the disastrous re- 
sults? It oomes to this in the end; 
that the wordy, human theory in speculation is 
so iuentified with, so usurps the projection of 
the doctrine once revealed and then transmitte 
inthe church of God, that it filis the fleldo 
union; and when a few generations or afew cen« 
turies have gone by mep talk of thisas the old 
doctrine, a title to which it has no claim, and in 
its breakdown the real truth or doctrine falls 
with it. What do we see in more than one 
country in Europe to-day but just this very 
thing? The faith once given to the saints hag 
been weighed down and overburdened with asx 
sumptions and vagaries of Ultramontanism im< 
posed as parts of the faith itself, till the faitu 
itwselt is buried in the ruins, and the dead silence 
of utter unbeliet broods over the wreck. Some, 
thing of the same sort may be witnessed 
much nearer home. How often is it said all 
about’ us that one or another ‘old 
doctrine’ is abandoned and cast aside 
when the reaf truth is that the thing called oid 
ig simply new, 18 nothing but one or another 
theory of asingle great mind of the sixteenth 
century—a mind which evolved what has been 
termed the tant scholasticism, beyond and 
back of whose theories and speculations the 
real truth and the traly ancient doctrine lies. 
These truths bave an important bearing on that 
thing so earnestly desired by Christian men—the 
unity of a divided Christendom. In approacb- 
ing the great subject of Christian unity it is 
most encouraging and hopeful to remember that 
we approach it under conditions widely differ 
ent from those which prevailed not many years 
aso. 

- The Rev. Dr. Wildes read his memorial of de- 

ceased members, and spoke eloquently of the 
late Hon. George Lunt, of Boston, and the late 
Bishop Lay, of Maryland. The exercises closed 
with the memorial hymn “ Thera which sleep ip 
Jesus God will bring with Him,” 

The Opera House was crowded to its utmost 
capacity to-night. Canon Farrar was one of the 
writers on“ The Christian Doctrine of Atone- 
ment,” and every one was anxious to hear the 
famous Eng}ishman. The other'writers were 
the Rev. Dr. C. A. L. Richards, of Providence, R. 
I., and the Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington, of New- 
York City. The speakers were the Rev. Arthur 

. A. Hall, of Boston; the Rev. Dr. D. R. Good- 
win, of Philadelphia; the Rev. Dr. R. H. 
MoKim, of New-York City, and the Rev. Prof. 
William Clark, of Trinity College, Toronto. Al- 
though thesubdject could hardly be called a pop- 
ular one, the speakers and readers hac the close 
attention oftheir bearers. Dr. Huntington wus 
the favorite of the evening, and his paper 
seemed to be most ae by the audience. 
Canon Farrar spoke clearly and_ forcibly. 
* Tbe doctrine of the atonement,” he said, “is 
the key to the Christian faith. Its truths declared 
the reconciliation of man to God. Errors have 
arisen trom theological subtieties, and some- 
times the name has been given to some sys- 
tematic theory of an atonement, but belief set 
forth in the Scriptures is the real doctrine of 
the atonement. J say at once and without fear 
of contradiction that no theory of the atone- 
ment, no scholastic explanation of the atone- 
ment, has ever been accepted by all creeds or can 
put forth any claims to catholicity.”” The rest of 
the paper was devoted toa review of the many 
theories which have been advanced, and the 
men by whom they were supported. Canon 
Farrar closed by saying that nothing but failure 
has ever or can ever come of the effort to fathom 
God's nature by man's measure, but the infinite- 
ly blessed results of the atonement we know, 
They are the joys of our thanksgivings and of 
our life.”

THE PRESIDEN?T’S RESISTANCE TO 
THE-SPOILSMEN. 
PATRONAGE NOT TO BE USED TO ELECT 
HILL—THE FOOLISH POLICY OF THE. 
DEMOORATS—A THIRD.PARTY POSSIBLE,. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Represontative-k , 
Thomas Spriggs, who was here-during last week, 
did not urge upon the President the wisdom or 
expediency of making sweeping chatiges in 
New-York as a way of insuring Democratic 
suecess in November. Mr. Spriggs had volun- 
teered a suggestion of this kind to an interview- 
ing reporter, but his advice is not often taken 
since be sent to the first State Convention of 
1876 his famous direction to “go onand finish 
your ticket.” If he had advised the Presi- 
dent to adopt the course to which he 
is favorable the advice would not have 
been followed. The President does not believe 
it would be a wise thing for him to interfere in 
the New-York contest. Gov. Hill is understood 
to be opposed to any attempt at this time to 
gain votes by giving out patronage, holding, as 
he does, the opinion that the applicants who 
wouid be disappointed and mad would greatly 
outnumber those who would be gratified and 
made “solid.” The President remains as firm 
and unmoved as he was before his admirable 
course began to provoke the dissatisfaction of 


the spoilsmen of his party. He andthe members 
of bis Cabinet, almost without exception, are 
convinced that they have the support of the 
greut body of citizens, and that the mutterings 
of dissatisfaction are confined to the hunters 
after patronace. 

_While the President remains an unswerving 
Democrat, and would be glad to see his party 
awake toa consciousness of the opportunity 
which it won last Fall, there is reason to eve 
that he has been disappointed because it, has 
failed to show a proper appreciation of the 
chance that was given it of maintain the 
ground which it then occupied. The difficulties 
abead are seen clearly by the President's friends, 
It is becoming plain to them that the Demo- 
cratic Party will either have to abandon its re- 
sistance to the progressive tendencies of the 
President, and cordially co-operate witb him in 
hisavowed purpose of administering the laws 
for the benefit of the whole people, and of 
establishing good government under those 
laws, or elise lose more than the ground 
that was gained with so much hard fichting. 
The necessity of holding the party together in 
order that at the end of four years the good 
that has been accomplished may result in the 
retention of the party in power, in order to con- 
tinue the work of reformation in its name, is ad- 
mitted by the President’s advisers and is un- 
doubtedly conceded by the President. ‘To make 
the party see this, and to impress it upon the 
party so that it will embrace a forward policy 
earnestly instead of formally and reluctantly 
yielding consent to it, is regardedas a pro- 
G@igious task. The success of the Democrat- 
ie Party depends, in the immediate and 
more remote future, on its cordial acceptance 
of the President’s views of the duties of his of- 
fice and the ends to be attained by adhering to 
a conservative party policy. That Democrats 
are not all sanguine that their party will meet 
the expectations indulged in by some of its 
wiser members is plain to be seen. But the 
President and some of his Cabinet officers are 
confident that a more rational and healthful 
spirit may be aroused before long, and that ‘it 
may be depended upon to avert the catastrophe 
which must overtake the party in 1888 if the ad- 
vice of its decrepit spoilsmen is followed in State 
contests. 

There are some signs which justify the asser- 
tion that the attitude of the independents in 
New-York and other States is not unpleasant to 
the Administration, as promising to exert a 
leverage that may force the Democratic Party 
bereafter to avoid the mistake that was made in 
the recent Democratic Convention at Saratoga. 
Already one hears visiting Democrats from 
Wew-York regretting the foolishness which 
made Hill’s nomination possible, for they declare 
that they always held that Hill’s nomination 
meant Hiil’s defeat. There is no reason to doubt 
that if the Democratic ticket and platform had 
been made up in harmony with the spirit of Mr. 
Cleveland’s inaugural address, the President 
would have found a way to express hia approval 
of it. He would certainly not have contented 
himself with such impersonal and general ex- 
pressions as those attributed to him of a desire 
for the success of his party. He has declared 
himself committed toa broad policy, and he 
trusts to the people to support him in re 
it out. Within afew days Democrats in hig 


positions have been heard to discuss the 
pogsibility that the party that’ elected 
the President may not prove equal to 


the duty of sustaining him, and that before his 
term bas expired he may be forced to ry 4 for 
approval upon his own conscience. and a body 
of the people who do not regard Government as 
merely a patronage making contrivance. This 
suggestion of a possible third party, made up of 
men who will not be governed by the spoiismen 
of either of the existing parties, indicates a foel- 
ing of distrust of thecapacity of the Democratic 
organization to live up to the opportunity with 
which it bas been favored. 

One well known Democrat, who came here to 
protest against the adoption of any scheme of 
wholesale removals intended to strengthen the 
Democratic position, returned to New-York sat- 
isfied that his views were more than anticipated. 
He regretted that there was apparent among 
Democrats a conspicuous inability to take any 
steps without looking further ahead than the 
success of this or that faction of the party. 
In his opinion the failures of the party for 

ears were to be attributed to blind ad- 

erence to candidates and a cowardly re- 
fusal or neglect to grasp sound principles and 
be guided by them in selecting candidates. So 
long as the Democratic Party chose to enjoy a 
monopoly of this spirit of Bourbonism it could 
not hope to succeed in New-York State. And it 
could only expect to win as things were when 
the Republicans temporarily forgot that they 
were the party of progress and allowed bad 
counselors: to prevailin making up their plat- 
forms.and tickets.

Speaking of his new venture to a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday Mr. Otter said: ‘I shall make 
no changes in the general management of either 
house, although some of the minor details may 
be altered as experience may dictate. Both 
houses are completely and elegantly furnished, 
and that work was done under my own super- 
‘ vision, so that there is no need of any changes 
in that respect to suit my views of what a hotel 
should be. Both houses have a first-class repu- 
tation throughout the country, and my aim will 
be certainly to sustain that reputation and to 
add toitif Ican.

FIGHTING THE SMALLPOX. 
oe 
STRONG MEASURES PROPOSED TO BE TAKEN 
IN MONTREAL. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 20.—More active means 
are about to be adopted to check the spread of 
smalipox. The local Board of Health to-day 
adopted the following resolution unanimously: 
Resolved, That to insure the best results for the meas- 
ures now being employed for the restoration of the 
city’s health, it isthe opinion of the board that all pub- 
lic places of amusement on the isiand of Montreal, in- 
cluding theatres, rolier skating rinks, &c., and all places 
of public wore. such as churches, Sunday schools, 
and prayer meetings, should be peremptorily closed for 
a period of one month, and the congregations of people 
in public squares and streets prohibited, and that the 
Central Board of Health be requested to frame regu- 
lations at its next meeting to carry out this view, 
Dr. Marsden, the Quebec representative on the 
Provincial Board, speaking on the subject said: 
“The field covered by the disease is now so ex- 
tensive that its suppression will require the 
zealous and unremitting work ofa staff that is 
efficient as well as larger than at present, but 
one step is indispensable, and that is the abso- 
lute stoppage of all large public gatherings, 


secular or sacred, foratime. If the people were 
freely age | vaccinated the state of affairs 
would be different, but [know they are not. 
The action must be broad and decided. Theatres, 
exhibitions, and all the churches in all parts of 
the city should be closed without exception. I 
believe every clergyman will agree to this when 
the supreme importance of the step is recognized. 
There is nothing else for Montreal.” 

Ata oe the retail merchants last 
night a commit was appointed to wait upon 
the Provincial Board and request them to pass a 
by-law making the gale of vaccine in druggists’ 
or other stores a pengl offense, and to establish 
instead a central dispensary where pure vac- 
cine can be obtained. This is owing to the rep- 
resentations of a leading medical man, who says 
thata large quantity of bad vaccine is being 
imported from the United States, and so many 
bad results have followed its use that even Eng- 
lish people are turning against vacoination. 
These points were used on 102 persons, but not 
one of them took, and on the doctor perform- 
ing the operation with pure vaccine it only 
failed in three cases and there were no bad ro- 
sults in any. 

The East End Health Office, which was wrecked 
during the late riot, is to be reopened to-mor- 
row. The Police Sergeant of the district says he 
will require the services of a company of sol- 
diers to protect the piace. 

At the meeting of the Provincial Board of 
Health this evening it was resolved that the 
time was inopportune for the closing of the 
churches and other public places as suggested 
by the Civic Board of Health. They also desired 
to point out to the local board that any one 
coming from an infected house to church could 
be prosecuted. It was decided to pass a by-law, 
to be sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
to the effect that any housein which smallpox 
exists shall be quarantined. 


Toronto, Oct. 20.—The recent reeula- 
tions enforced by the United States Govern- 
ment providing for precautionary measures 
along the Niagara frontier to prevent the intro- 
duction of smallpox from Canada have excited 
considerable displeasure among Canadians. As 
Ontario is comparatively free from the disease 
the precautions taken by the American Govern- 
ment are alleged to be entirely unnecessary. 
These regulations, which enforce vaccination, 
are deemed a great annoyance to those having 
to pass to this Province from the other side, and 
have already caused a perceptible decrease in 
the passenger traffic between the two countries. 
Several theatrical companies have canceled en- 
gagements with this city and Hamilton. Dr. 
Covernton, Chairman of the Ontario Board of 
Health, has gone to interview the American au- 
thorities, and to ask that the smallpox regula- 

ons recently enforced by them be abrogated. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oot. 20.—The first death 
from smalipox in Albany occurred yesterday. 
About 10 days ago two young children of Joseph 
Messier were taken down with the disease. The 
youngest, 2}4 years old, died yesterday, but the 
other is convalescent, and all danger of tho 

.scourge spreading from them is past. 


QuEBEC, Oct. 20.—The bark Venice has 
een detained at Riviére du Loup with two 
cases of smallpox on board. She left there this 
morning in tow of the steamer Anglesea for the 
Grosse Isle quarantine station.

Harrrorp, Cenn., Oct. 20.—The state 
sment reported to have’been made yesterday in 
Boston by Receiver Clark,.of the New-York and 
New-England Road, that upon his withdrawal 
from the Recetvership the road would probably 
pass under the control of the New-York, New-

Prise here. It has been generally believed, 
since Mr. Clark left the Second Vice-Presi- 
dency of the consolidated road .to ac- 
cept the Presidency of the New-York and 
New-England, that in time the old road 
would get possession, provided the scheme was 
considered desirable.

It is known that Mr. Clark, 
long before he became connected, as at present, 
witb the New-York and New-Hngland, was de- 
cidedly favorable to a practical consolidation of 
the two roads. As manager of the road before 
he became connected with the consolidated he 
negotiated the arrangement by which the two 
roads, connecting at Hartford, make through 
line connections with the Pennsylvania Road by 
the way of the Harlem and Port Chester and 
ferry to Jersey Oity. That arrangement has been 
entirely successful, The erties “connections 
between New-York and Boston by the Air Line 
route from New-Haven to Willimantic, thence 
by New-York and New-England to Boston are 
also desirable. 

But the opponents of the scheme advocated by 

Mr. Clark question the policy ot investing in the 

enterprise for several reasons. One is that the 

end of the New-York and New-England from 

Hartford to the Hudson River is an undesirable 

nt, If it were only the purchase of the road 

rom Hartford to Boston, different oonsidera- 

tions would be brought to bear upon the sub- 

ject.

A CHAPTER ON COAL. 





THE VARIOUS SIZES USED AND HOW:>CULM 
HAS BEEN UTILIZED. 

HONESDALE, Penn., Oct. 20.—It is but a 
few years ago that stove coal was the smallest 
size into which anthracite was broken for mar- 
ket. In fact from the time anthracite was 
introduced until «a comparatively recent 
date consumers of coal purchased it in 
the lump and broke it to suit thom- 
selves. Coal was used for many years 


simply for heating purposes, the idea of a coal- 
burning cooking stove not being thought of 
until long afterward. With the introduction 
of coal-bnrning cooking stoves began the break- 
ing of coal into sizes that could be satisfactorily 
used on their grates. Stove coal had been in 
use for years before chestnut oon was 
introduced by the Delaware ana udson 
Canal Company. The size was long gain- 
ing in public favor, but about 10 yeurs 
ago became the most popular anthracite fuel, 
both for cooking and heating stoves. Four or 
five years ago the same company tried the ex- 
periment of screening a size to which was given 
the name of pea coal. This was so small that 
consumers were still longer ip seeing an ad- 
vantage init than they had been in the case of 
the chestout size. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that pea coal has advantages which are 
not possessed by chestnut, and according to 
the reports of coal sales of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company here for last month the 
sales of pea coal exceeded those of chestnut. 
No one believed that a smaller size than pea 
coal could ever be marketable, but the 
caval company recently began the screening of 
acoalsosmali that it was given the name of 
**puckwheat.” For this size an extensive 
market has been found on the Hudson River, 
the river steamboats having found it a superior 
fuel 1or their boilers. 

The most notable feature of the anthracite 
coul flelds are the great mountaips of black 
waste from the mines and coal piles which has 
been given the name of culm. Fifteen per cent. 
of all anthracite mined goes to the culm 


dumps, and millions of dollars are rep- 
resented in Jand, machinery, and labor 
necessary for the handling and storing of 


the waste, which until within a short time 
was looked upon as entirely worthless. For 
years inventors labored to devise some system 
by which these millions of tonsof culm could 
be utilized. Ingenious machinery has been pat- 
ented having that end in view. Theculm, by 
means of this machinery, has been pressed in 
bricks, with other combustible matter, compa- 
nies with large capitals being engaged in the 
effort to thus make of the culm practical 
and valuable fuel. While engaged in trials 
upon the waste itself no inventer seemed to 
have thought of devising a furnace or draught 
by which the culm could be utilized without any 
treatment, just as it came from the heaps until 
a tannery engineer, working where culm was 
abundant, one day fixed asimple attachment to 
the draught of his furnace and found that he 
could not only use culm without any difficul- 
ty, but ‘that it was better fuel than 
any he had previously used. Since then tan- 
neries, saw mills, glass tactories, andgall kinds 
of manufactories using steam have utilized the 
fuel to a great extent, and the coal companies 
in this region at least have found in what has 
for half a century been cumbersome and un- 
sightly waste a profitable adjunct to their busi- 
ness. There was at Rondout, at the other end 
of the canal, one of the establishments endeav- 
oring to make the culm into brioks of fuel, but 
it long since gave up the business as impracti- 


cable. +

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Secretary of War 
directs that hereafter details of artillery Lieutenants 
to the light batteries for two years’ course of instruc- 
tion shall be made, first, from civilian appointees who 
have not been at the Fortress Monroe school, and, sec- 
ondly. from young graduates who have not been there. 
The Lieutenants now on daty with the instruction bat- 
teries will remain with them until Sept. 1, 1886.

THE COAL MINERS’ STRIKE. 
Pitrspure, Penn., Oct. 20.—The coat 
miners’ strike, which is believed to be nearing an 
end, bas lasted seven weeks. It has been one 
of the quietest and at the same time most deter- 
mined ever known here. Cold and hunger, how- 
ever, are having their effect, and in a few days 
it is believed nearly all of the 5,000 miners will 
have returned to work at the reduced rates. An 
operator justin from the fourth povol reports 
whole families there at starvation’s door. Said 
he: “I asked u woman, the wife of a miner, 
2 pet how they were getting along tor food. 
he woman burst into tears and said: ‘ We have 
only a few crackers in the house to-day, and we 
have not had a bite to eat since Friday except- 
ing a féw potatoes and some beans.’ I find that 
the woman’s story was true, and not only that 
but that she was no worse off than dozens of 
others. It is impossible that the miners can 
hold out any longer, no matter what the miners’ 
officials may proclaim.”

Anancial manggement, the canferring 
upon the Mayor of the power to remove 
his own appointees, a prohibition of his 
re-election, and the provision of a munici- 
pal building eapable of accommodating 
all departments of the City Government. 
If proper constitutional provision could 
be made for the local self-government of 
the city most of its needs could be attend- 
ed to without appealing to the Legislature 
whenever they arise. 





Gov. HILu has called a special meeting 
of the State Board of Health to be held 
to-day. he next regular meeting of the 
board would have been heid in November. 
There is some speculation about the Gov- 
ernor’s purpose. Since he vetoed the 
small appropriation granted by the Legis- 
lature, which would have enabled the 
board to carry on its work, he has been 
forced to ask the National Govern- 
ment to prevent the introduction of 
smallpox from Canada, By his own 
act he had made it impossible’ for 
the State Board to do the work of 
inspection. He ought to confess to the 
board that his veto was a blunder and ex- 
press a desire to atone for the mistake so 
far as isin his power. The board is crip- 
pled and he cannot recall his veto, it is 
true, but an acknowledgment of his error 
would be something to his credit. It is 
reported, however, that political consid- 
erations have led him to call the meeting, 
and that one or two of the board’s most 
prominent members are to suffer in some 
way because they do not approve his 
peculiar ideas of economy. 








An Athens dispatch says that the Greeks 
are “‘wild with enthusiasm,” and that 
they are ‘‘clamoring for war.” A similar 
wave of enthusiasm rolled over Greece 
after her hopes of territorial acquisitions 
in Macedonia and Albania had been be- 
trayed by the French representative in 
the Berlin Congress and utterly crushed 
out by Lord BEACONSFIELD. The army 
was put in readiness, civilians who could 
get hold of a musket enrolled themselves, 
and martial songs were heard from the 
Vale of Tempe to Cape Matapan. But 
there was no fighting. The only violence 
done was by the vehement orators in the 
cafés of Athens. The Greeks now have 
far less cause for war than in 1878. 
There is some little basis for their 
pretense that the Greek inhabitants 
of Roumelia have reason to fear the re- 
sult of a union of the two Bulgarias, but 
the chief anxiety of the Hellenic people is 
to prevent consolidations of Balkan na- 
tionalities which will stand in the way of 
the construction of the ideal pan-Hellenic 
kingdom embracing all the territory now 
obtainable which was included in the 
greater Greece of old. It is not probable 
that there will be any great effusion of 
blood for the sake of this dream. 








King CHRISTIAN of Denmark is not so 
fortunate fin his capacity of ruler as in 
his capacity of matchmaker. No living 
father has made so many hits. His 
daughters, one as the Czarina of Russia 
and one as the prospective Queen of Eng- 
land, have made the most eminent 
‘‘catches” in the matrimonial field of 
Europe, and his son as King of Greece is 
at least as important a potentate as him- 
self, It would be a pity that so suc- 
cessful.a parent should have his palace 
windows smashed by a mob for refusing 
to pay any attention to the wishes of the 
Danish people in regard to the govern- 
ment of the country. Yet this is the fate 
that seems to impend over him. It is 
much better for him to make timely con- 
cessions than to spend the remainder of 
his days asa father-in-law either at St. 
Petersburg with the risk of being blown 
up or at London with the certainty of 
being extensively snubbed. 








THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY TICKET. 


The Republican County Convention has 
nominated a ticket which every Republic- 
an and every independent can safely vote 
for with the assurance that he is contrib- 
uting to the elevation of the standard of 
public administration in this city. It is so 
much better than either of the other tick- 
ets in the field that it ought to draw to its 
support the strength that generally goes 
with a citizens’ movement, with the ad- 
vantage in its favor of the full and undi- 
vided Republican vote. 

The judiciary nominations are absolute- 
ly without a weak point. The election of 
Judges BARRETT and SEDGWICK is assured 
asa matter of course. The former has 
made such a record for ability and up- 
rightness on the Bench as to secure the 
exceptional compliment of a nomination 
by both the Democratic factions and by 
the Republicans, Judge SzEpGWICK has 
the nomination of the County Democracy 
as well as that of the Republicans. He is 
a Republican, but has maintained himself 
so entirely free from partisan bias that 
some of the politicians who do not like that 
judicial quality were reluctant to con- 
sent to his nomination. Their objections 
to him are a tribute to his fitness for 
judicial office. For the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas three candidates are now in 
nomination. HENRY W. BookKSTAVER, the 
Tammany candidate, is not worthy of 
a moment's consideration in comparison 
with either of the others. We have not 
hesitated to acknowledge the high char- 
acter and ample qualifications of EDwaRD 
PATTERSON, the County Democracy can- 
didate, but THzRon G. StronG.is his peer 
in fitness for the office, and there is no 
reason why he should not at least com- 
mand the support of every Republican 
voter. 

There is no question as to the superior- 
ity of the Republican candidates for the 
City Court. SANGER and Dan of the 
County Democracy ticket and EHRLICH of 
the Tammany ticket are without judicial 
experience, and have yet to show that 
they possess the qualities desirable on the 
Bench, GRANVILLE P. Hawezs, who is 
nominated by the Republicans to be his 
own successor, has commended himself 


' to all who have had business in the City 
Court for his thorough knowledge, his ju-. 


dicial fairness,.and unfailing courtesy. Mr. 
Davin McApam, has the advantage of 
experience, and has made himself popu- 
lar in the political circles in which he has 
moved, but Mr. James W. Hawes is his 
superior in natural endowments, legal

training, and the special qualities which 
fit a man for judicial duties. His ex- 
ceptional qualifications for the Bench have 
long been recognized among those familiar 
with his character, and the occasion for 
putting them to ‘use should not be lost. 
Even with so formidable a competitor as 
McApam he should be supported on his 
merits by every man who desires to see 
the Bench of the city elevated and 
strengthened. He deserves to receive 
much more than the party vote, 

Mr. JoHN W. JacoBus is quite as well 
qualified for the office of Sheriff as either 
Hues J. Grant or ANDREW J. WHITE, 
while his political character is decidedly 
higher than theirs. While he has been 
active in politics his sympathies have 
always been shown in favor of the bet- 
ter tendencies of his party, and his per- 
sonal honesty is beyond question. He 
would cleanse the Sheriff's office of rot- 
tenness and irregularity, and the char- 
acter and associations of the other candi- 
dates convey no similar assurance. The 
least that can be said of Louis 8S. GorBEL 
is that he is quite as a fit a man for 
County Clerk as James A. FLAcK or 
PaTRICK KEENAN, and that he would 
take the office out of the political sur- 
roundings from which it has long suffered. 
The Tammany and Irving Hall candidate 
for President of the Board of Aldermen, 
RoBerRT B. Noonry, is merely an incon- 
spicuous light among the obscure lumi- 
naries of the lesser hall, Mr. CHARLES 
W. Dayton, the County Democracy nom- 
inee, is an able and upright man, but 
THoMAS B. ASTEN is equally so, with the 
added advantage of experience on the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
and an inquiring and aggressive disposi- 
tion much needed there. The whole 
ticket is to be commended to the zealous 
support of all citizens, and it can be elect- 
ed if those who have placed it in nomina- 
tion work heartily and unitedly to that 
end, 








THE ISSUES DEFINED. 


The address of the Republican State 
Committee is the strongest, most sensible, 
pointed, and practical document of its 
kind that we have seen in along time. It 
is a clear and candid statement of the pur- 
poses of the party, the character of the 
candidates, and the nature of the opposi- 
tion. The most noteworthy feature of it 
is that it omits absolutely any allusion to 
national questions except ‘‘ honest coin- 
age,” as to which both parties are agreed. 
In this regard it differs from the platform 
of the State Convention, and differs 
wisely. It is true that it is not the func- 
tion of the State Committee to define the 
principles of the party, but it is also true 
that this address indicates the points in 
the party profession which the experi- 
enced politicians on the committee, after 
ample opportunity and strenuous effort to 
sound public opinion, have decided to be 
the strongest. As an indication of what the 
voters of the State are really interested 
in, and of the matters that will determine 
their action at the polls, this address is ex- 
tremely significant and valuable, 

It tends also to confirm the party and, 
if elected, as we make no doubt they will 
be, the party’s candidates in the tendency 
toward reform in the State, toward sound 
and vigorous State administration, and 
away from the confusion of State with 
national issues, which has given many a 
bad turn to Republican policy. ‘‘ The 
vigorous enforcement and extension of 
civil service reform, the protection of 
labor, honest coinage, reduced taxation, 
and reform in the State administration” 
are the objects which the committee de- 
clare that the party has set before itself, 
It is toward these that the party can work 
with greatest advantage to the public and 
with the greatest chance of developing its 
own strength. A party pledged to these 
objects which succeeds in placing in the 
Governor’s office a gentleman as pure and 
intelligent and strong as Mr. DAVENPORT 
will find in the three years of the Gov- 
ernor’s term ample opportunity to prove 
its usefulness to the State, and to win the 
confidence of sensible and independent 
men of all parties. The Republican Party 
never was in a position of greater promise 
in New-York. It is in a position almost 
exactly the reverse of that sententiously 
attributed by the committee to the Demo- 
crats, for it has avoided all that was bad 
in its record as a national party, and put 
forward and developed all that was best 
in its record in the State, 


It is worthy of note, too, that the com- 
mittee starts out with declaring that in 
Ohio, ‘‘ upon the trial before the people 
were the charges of maladministration, of 
want of principle, of enmity to reform, of 
corruption and incompetency to govern,” 
and that ‘‘ the issues as joined in our own 
State are practically the same.” This does 
not agree with the narrow partisan Re- 
publican notion that Judge FoRAKER was 
elected in Ohio by the men who believed 
Senator SHERMAN’S doctrine that the 
chief issue there was the conduct of 
the Democrats in the South toward the 
colored men. Nor does it encourage the 
intensely silly talk of those journals which 
would have the nomination of Judges 
determined by the views of the nominees as 
to Mr. SHERMAN’sS Southern policy. Un- 
questionably the committee is as sound as 
the mere hide-bound partisans are foolish. 
The committee states with substantial cor- 
rectness the real issues in New-York. Apart 
from every other consideration, what earth- 
ly sense is there in rejecting in advance 
the support of the men who agree with 
the present Republican position as to prac- 
tical administration in this State, and do 
not agree with the past Republican 
position as to the Southern question? 
There is clearly, on the latter point, room 
for difference of opinion which there is no 
use in arousing, and which has nothing to 
do with the right or the wrong of the 
policy of Republicans or Democrats as to 
the South, There are thousands of voters 
in the State who admit that there is great 
injustice done the blacks by the De- 
mocracy in the South, but who hold that 
the Republicans when in power failed to 
remedy it, though it was then far worse 
than now, and who have no inclination 
to give them power again to try over the 
experiments in which they were so unsuc- 
cessful. The State Committee recognize 
this fact as controlling. and they. wisely | 


a 


refuse to drive these men from support 


of the Republican Party. The result will 
be seen in the strength of the vote polled 
on the 8d of November, 

BLANCHARD AND WARD, 

Another “‘ young Napoleon of finance” 
has been discovered in Indiana, FERDI- 
NAND WARD’s “‘ profits” came from Gov- 
ernment contracts; Brn BLANCHARD, of 
Terre Haute, made money for his patrons 
by dealing in far Western lands. Warp 
paid WARNER 240 per cent. upon his in- 
vestments; BLANCHARD paid investors 
from 120 to 180 per cent. WARNER'S 
‘* profits” and those of two or three other 
fortunate persons came out of the money 
invested by others who were not so fortu- 
nate. And BLANCHARD used part of the 
money invested by one man in paying 
‘* profits” upon the money invested by 
another, robbing Peter to pay Paul day 
after day and month after month until 
the end came, when he ran away with all 
the money he could lay his hands on. 

It was the same old plan, the same old 
swindle that was used two or three years 
ago by the men who robbed confiding 
investors in Chicago and by the Howe 
‘* bank” in Boston, The bait was enormous 
profits or enormous interest. But while 
the methods of BLANCHARD and the 
‘‘fund” swindlers resemble those of 
WakD in some respects, there was a dif- 
ference that should be noted. 

It does not appear that BLANCHARD, as 
the end of his operations drew near, has- 
tened to put into the pockets of a favored 
investor all of the money that he could 
get hold of and then transferred to the 
same favored investor all of his real 
estate. BLANCHARD wanted to get away 
with all the money he could take with 
him. He had been working for BLANcH- 
ARD, and he appears to have been the sole 
representative of BLANCHARD’S interests. 

But in the last months of WaRp’s career 
asa speculator in Government contracts 
there was one investor whose interests he 
was determined to protect even if by pro- 
tecting them he should part with his last 
dollar. That investor was WARNER, to 
whom he paid in the seven months pre- 
ceding the failure $3,419,666. Let us look 
for a moment at the last payments made 
to this lucky man. One of them was a 
check for $81,000, drawn three days be- 
fore the failure and cashed by the Marine 
Bank one day before the failure. So 
anxious was WaRD ‘to. put money 
in WaRNER’s poéket at that time, 
when for months he had been insolvent 
and when he knew that the crash could 
be postponed for only a few days, that he 
procured from VANDERBILT through Gen. 
Grant $150,000 out of which payments 
to WARNER could be made. So anxious 
was he that WARNER should get all there 
was in sight that he gave him this check 
for $81,000, knowing that nearly all of 
the money realized upon it would come 
out of the bank’s funds and not out of 
any money standing to his credit. Ap- 
parently he procured the loan from Van- 
DERBILT for the benefit of WARNER, and 
then took $70,000 from the bank’s 
assets for the benefit of the same 
person. On the day after the failure, still 
feeling that there was something that 
WARNER had not received, he with strange 
haste transferred to him all of his real es- 
tate, valued at $500,000 or more, taking 
in return paper obligations that were 
worthless, as he well knew. He did not 
run away, like BLANCHARD, with all of 
his possessions, but he stripped himself 
without delay of all his property, handing 
it overto WARNER. BLANCHARD was work- 
ing for BLANCHARD, and had no partners. 
For whom was WaRD working? Had he 
a partner, or was the ‘‘young Napoleon 
of finance” an imbecile? 

Mr. DoRSHEIMER has come to the con- 
clusion that so far as the eighty-one- 
thousand-dollar check was concerned 
Warp was working for a company con- 
sisting of FERDINAND Warp and WILLIAM 
S. WaRNER, and that the money was 
taken from the bank’s funds for the ben- 
efit of both. 








GERMAN-AMERICANS INGERMANY. 


The humorist who explained the hos- 
tility of Prince Bismarck to the Ameri- 
can pig by a reference to the ancient 
adage about two of a trade was not very 
far wrong. Certainly, for a great man, 
the German Chancellor is actuated on oc- 
casions by very small motives, His con- 
duct in regard to this country in particu- 
lar can often be explained only by attrib- 
uting it to mere perversity and spite. His 
return of the resolutions of condolence 
passed by Congress upon the death of 
Herr LAaSKER was a performance the 
smartness of which did not prevent it 
from being undignified, as Prince Bis- 
MARCK would have seen clearly enough if 
his desire to put a slight upon the United 
States had not overcome his desire to act 
becomingly. 

The ground he has now instigated Ger- 
many to take with reference to the Ban- 
croft treaty relates to a much more seri- 
ous matter. He is engaged in putting 
upon that treaty an interpretation which 
was certainly not intended when the 
treaty was framed. He assumés that all 
German-Americans who left their native 
land before serving in the army did so in 
order to escape military service, and he 
proposes to ‘“‘make it hot’’ for such of 
them as return to Germany by treating 
them very much as alien enemies, har- 
assing them with police surveillance, and 
giving them summary notice to quit 
whenever the humor takes him. 

However many German-Americans now 
resident in Germany may have originally 
expatriated themselves to avoid military 
service; there is nothing to be gained, ex- 
cept the satisfaction of the piggish depart- 
ment of Prince BIsMARCK’s character, by 
harassing them in this{manner. The 
persecution is even more silly than it is 
spiteful. If it is the desire of the Chan- 
cellor to effect the object which was 
called in Congress some twenty years ago 
“making treason odious,” he ought to 
know enough of history: to know that 
that result has never been attained either 
by statutes or by such bureau regula- 
tions as he is now engaged in promulgat- 
ing. No German will be deterred from 
emigrating by the consideration that it 





‘will be made unpleasant for him to go- 
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back to Germany after egtablishing a 
home elsewhere and becoming naturalized 
in another country. He will simply be 
deterred from revisiting his native coun- 
try after he has once left it, No doubt 
Prince BisMaRCcK would be glad to visit 
German emigrants who do not go back 
with the annoyan she finds it feasible to 
inflict upon those who do go back. If he 
could do this, there might be a political 
justification for his course. But as he can 
annoy only those who subject themselves 
to his annoyances, the effect of hig action 
will be merely to prevent the disburse- 
ment in Germany of money acquired in 
America, 

Inasmuch as the’ occasional perversity 
of BISMARCK is as well known as any of 
his other qualities, this instance of his 
disposition would in itself be scarcely 
worth comment. It is worth comment 
by reason of the side light which it throws 
upon the recent colonial policy of the em- 
pire. Hitherto this colonial policy has 
been urged mainly upon commercial 
grounds. In a protectionist country like 
Germany a revival of the English colonial 
system of the seventeenth century does 
not seem so absurd as it would now seem 
in England itself. A system of German 
colonies united with the mother country 
by commercial regulations would not long 
survive the tendency which has induced 
all the important British colonies to set 
up tariffs for themselves without regard 
to the wishes or interests of the parent 
State. This fact is no doubt clearly enough 
apprehended at Berlin, and it seems 
strange that German statesmen should 
nevertheless busy themselves and spend 
the public money in establishing colonies 
from which Germany can derive no ben- 
efit that she might not equally well enjoy 
without them. 

If we assume that the real object of what 
is called ‘‘ the expansion of Germany” is 
to keep German emigrants subject to 
military service, the scheme of coloniza- 
tion becomes more intelligible. It is 
quite natural that this object should be as 
much as possible ignored in the discussion 
of the project by its authors. The avowal 
of such a purpose would defeat it. The 
Germans who emigrate to escape military 
service would certainly refuse to emigrate 
to German colonies where they would still 
be liable to that service, in spite of all the 
encouragement the Government could giye 
them. The description of Germany as a 
country which has colonists but no colonies 
would remain true, no matter how much 
money the Government spent upon col- 
onies intended to serve as so many recruit- 
ing stations for the German Army. The 
treatment of returned German-Americans 
will be apt so to enlighten Germans at 
home upon the nature of the emigration 
which the Government favors that when 
the colonies are actually acquired the main 
difficulty will arise in securing population 
for them. 











The indictment of Mr. SrEap, of the 
Pail Mall Gazette, is no doubt justified 
by the letter of the law.

“ PONTIFICATE,” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I am neither a political follower of the 
Sun nor a believer in its exclusively godd Eng- 
lish. But, as to one of his two criticisms in to- 
day’s TrmgEs, “ Quelqu’ Autre” js at fault. He 
ignores or has forgotten the fact that the word 
* pontificate,” used asa verb, has the sanction 
of the highest authority and is distinctly ac- 
curate. I became acquainted with it in St. Pe- 
ter’s, at Rome, in the Holy Week “long, long 
ago,” when I listened to the service then con- 


ducted by the Popein person. The Pope, I was 
told, will pontificate to-day. I know the word, 
therefore, exceedingly well, though I have not 
been in the babit of applying it to any ecclesi- 
astical dignitary except the Pope himself—i. e., 
Pontifex Maximus.

* He’d heard the Pope pontificate, 
He’d paid his fees at the Roman gate.”

It is true, as our friend ‘‘H. G. W.” says, 
that * pontificate’ asa verb has the sanction of 
Roman Catholic usage. It is also true, as the Sun 
says, that itis to be found in Stormonth’s Dic- 
tionary and in Lee’s ‘Glossary of Liturgical 
and Ecclesiastical Terms.’’ Nevertheless, the 
word isto the last degree barbarous and unfit 
for the tongues or pens of men who love good 
English and use the language with taste and 
correctness. Ifthe Pontifex pontificates, then, of 
course, the artifex must be allowed to artifi- 
cate and the harusspex to haruspicate. Auspi- 
cate, which Burke used, is deservedly obsolete. 
The unquestioned caninity of the Latin put 
forth with such voluble confidence by prelates 
of the Church of Rome should put the friends 
of clean English on their guard against ecclesias- 
tical slang and cant terms from the same source. 
The liturgical glossary’s indorsement of th8 verb 
** pontificate” gives it precisely the same stand- 
ing in the English language that ‘*The Bartend- 
er’s Guide” confers upon the expression “to hist 
pizep,” or the advertising soap man upon the 
words *“washine,” “cleansine,” &e. They are 
nauseating, allof them. The vain and tasteless 
pedantry of the Sun and its silly affectations 
make it one of the most frequent and flagrant 
defilers of English. But it suffers acutely for 
these sins under the terrific rebuke of almost 
daily corrections of its blunders by the World.—

Mr. Escott has been telling anecdotes of 

Lord Tennyson. The best of them he has en- 
tirely spoiled. 1t is the story of the bard, the 
tragedian, and the bottle of port. Mr. Irving 
was slowly drinking a glass of port in Lord Ten- 
nyson'’s company, when the latter, baving fin- 
ished the decanter, said: **Do you always drink 
a bottle of port after dinner, Mr. Irving ?* That 
is Mr. Escott’s version, but the real story 1s very 


different and much moreamusing. Mr. Irving 
was spending a tew days with the laureate, and 
every evening after dinner they adjourned to 
the study, where a bottle of port was produced, 
and Lord Tennyson read a poem. The 
first evening the bard had all the wine 
except one glass. Next day be was in- 
disposed, for the tragedian drank most 
of the bottle, and one glass was the poet’s por- 
tion. In the course of the third day Mr. Irving 
returned to town, and did not meet the laureate 
for three months after, when, calling one Sun- 
day on Mr. James Knowles, editor of the Nine- 
teenth Century, he was welcomed with even more 
than usual cordiality. ‘“ Come in,” said the 
genial Knowles, “the bard is here and will be 
glad to see you.”” ‘* You must feel very tired 
after your work at the theatre, Mr. Irving,” 
quoth the bard, who looked very solemn. Mr. 
Irving said he was not much fatigued. — Don’t 
you find it necessary to take some stimulant 
when acting ?” inquired Lord Tennyson, with 
increasing gloom. The tragedian denied the 
soft impeachment. “ Why,I thought you al- 
ways drank a bottle of port after dinner.” For 
three months the fact that he had only one gias¢ 
out of the bottle which Mr. Irving consumed 
had preyed on the laureate’s mind.

GEN. WOODWARD NOMINATED BY 
INDEPENDENT CITIZENS. 
CHOSEN AT AN ENTHUSIASTIC NON-PARTISAN 
MEETING TO RUN ON A ‘‘ HOME RULE”’ 

PLATFORM. 

An earnest meeting of citizens of Brook- 
fyn, irrespective of political affiliations, was held 
in the assembly rooms of the Academy of Music 
in that city last night. The assemblage was not 
only large but it was eminently respectable in 
character. There were more than 1,000 persons 
present, and great enthusiasm prevailed. 
Alexander E. Orr, President of the Brook- 
lyn Citizens’ League, called the meeting 
to order, and explained that the necessity of 
continuing a non-partisan municipal Govern- 
ment in Brooklyn had impelled the Citizens’ 
League to ask a number of leading citizens to 
come together and consider what steps had bet- 
ter be taken. Mr. Orr said the independent 
course followed by Mayor Low during the past 
four years had been greatly to Brooklyn's ad- 
vantage, and all good citizens should exert 
themselves to see that a man was elected to suc- 
ceed Mayor Low who would not undo all the 
good that had been accomplished. 

Thomas H. Rodman was chosen to preside 
over the meeting, and after he had B cea hort 


address David A. Boody read the following reso- 
lutioas, which set forth the principles of the 
Citizens’ League: 

H. solved, That the successful conduct of the affairs 
of the city, in which the interests of both labor and 
property are vitally concerned, depends upon the elec- 
tion to municipal office of menof tried integrity and 
proved capacity. who would consider public office a 
public trust and would not use their positions for the 
advancement of personal or partisan ends. 

Resolved, That, as questions of nationa! politics have 
no proper place in the administration of municipal 
pusiness, appointments and removals in the municipal 
service shoulda be made only when demanded for the 
tity’s good, and never for pars ends, and that the 
municipal civil service regulations should be admin- 





stered in a m weed of absolute fairness and justice to all 
citizens of whatever shade of political opinion. : 

Resolved, That the delegates to this convention in 
voting for candidates for the offices of Mayor and 
Aidermen do so with the distinct understanding that 
the candidates, in accepting the nominations tend- 
ered them, unaualifiedly pledge themselves to the 
support of the principles above stated. 

Resv.lved, That the convention favors the mainte- 
nance of the principles of home rule, and hereby 
pledges itself to oppose uncompromisingly any inter- 
ference with or limitation of the re undivided re- 
sponsibility of the Mayor of the city. 

The resolutions were unanimously approved 
by the meeting. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford said that four years 
ago, when the Republicans of Brooklyn asked 
Democratic citizens to assist them in trying the 
experiment of non-partisan municipal govern- 
ment by electing Seth Low Mayor, he and other 
Republican speakers had publicly pledged them- 
seives to support a good Democrat for the office 
of Mayor—on a non-partisan platform—when the 
proper time came. He beliieved the proper time 
bad now come, and he proposed to keep his 
pledge. He affered the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting that the 
independent candidate for Mayor who will best em- 
body the principle of non-partisan home rule should 
be seiected from among those conspicuous members 
ot the Democratic Party who have proved their fidel- 
ity to that principle in the past by open antagonism to 
the nominees of their own party, in the interest of 
good local government and a business administration 
ot municipal affairs. 

Gen. Wooéford and five other gentlemen were 
appointed a committee to present this resolu- 
tion to the Kepublican City Convention, and ask 
that body to appoint a committee to confer’ 
with the representatives of the citizens’ meet- 
ing. After this committee had withdrawn from 
the room the Rev. Charles H. Hall made a vig- 
orous speech in favor of a cleaner and more ir- 
telligent administration of public affairs. He 
said there ought not to be any talk about 
Republicans or Democrats in the_ selec- 
tion of officers for a municipal Govern- 
ment. Gen. C. T. Christensen spoke briefiy, and 
F. W. Hinrichs, a young Democrat, denounced 
the tyranny of the rule of “ boss’? McLaughlin. 
Mr. Hinrichs suggested that an independent 
Democrat like Gen. John B. Woodward be nom- 
inated for Mavor. Gen. Woodward's name was 
enthusiastically applauded and cheered. John 
C. McGuire and Horace E. Deming also spoke in 
favor of nominating an independent candidate 
for Mayor, and brief speeches were made by 
Charles Pratt and William J. Coombs. 

The return of the conference committee from 
the Republican City Convention was hailed with 
loud applause. Gen. Woodford’s report of the 
unsatistactory result of the conference was 
listened to with the closest attention, and his 
suggestion that the citizens proceed to the nom- 
ination of a candidate for Mayor was the signal 
for a tumultuous outburst of enthusiasm. 

A. R. Thompson rose from his seat on the floor 
and said: ‘Gentlemen, I nominate Gen. John 
B. Woodward as an independent candidate for 
Mayor.” Another vigorous round of applause 
followed. The nomination was warmly second- 
ed by J. C. Parsons and Henry W. Maxwell, and 
it was ratified by the meeting in one great unan- 
imous “ Aye.” A committee was appointed to 
inform Gen. Woodward of his nomination. 

The Chairman of the meeting was authorized 
to appoint a campaign committee of 25, to the 
discretionary judgment of which was left the 
matter of nominating candidates for seven Al- 
dermen at Large. 

When Gen. Woodward entered the hall, es- 
corted by the committee, the entire assemblage 
rose and welcomed him with cheers. He stepped 
upon the platform and said that he had no aspi- 
rations for any political position. He felt, how- 
ever, that a public office was a public trust. 
{Great applause.] It wasthe duty of all good 
citizens to respond to such calls to public serv- 
ice as the call made upon him by the citizens’ 
meeting. He accepted the nomunation, and 
would take an early opportunity to put his ac- 
ceptance in writing. 

Atter the meeting adjourned several hundred 
persons pressed forward to assure Gen. Wood- 
ward of their intention to work for his 
election. Liberal subscriptions to a campaign 
tund were made, and the prevailing opinion 
among such men as Gen. Christensen, Horace 
E. Deming, Gen. Woodford, Henry W. Maxwell, 
Chairman Rodman, and Mr. Hinrichs was that 
Gen. Woodward could and would be elected. 

Gen. Jobn B. Woodward is a produce and com- 
mission merchant. doing business;in this city. He 
js one of the leading members of the Produce 
Exchange. Heis about 50 years of age and has 
resided in Brooklyn nearly all his life. With the 
exception of three or four days’ service as a 
member of the old Water Board he has never 
teld a public office.

THE REPUBLICAN NOMINEE. 
FREDERICK A. SCHROEDER NAMED BY THE 
CITY CONVENTION. 

Senator Albert Daggett presided over 
the City Republican Convention held at Music 
Hall, Brooklyn, last night. Hundreds of 
enthusiastic Republicans waited on the stairs 
and the street outside, unable to get into 
the crowded hall. In the afternoon a 
conference had been held among the delegates 
to the City Convention as to whetheran inde- 
pendent Democrat or a straight-out Repub- 
lican should be placed in nomination for Mayor, 


and bya vote of 35to 12a straight-out Repub- 
lican was decided upon. Bernard Peters and 
Gen. B. F. Tracy each made a long address in 
favor of a Democrat. 

In calling the convention to order Senator 
Daggett spoke of the idea of a Republican con- 
vention placing in nomination a Democrat as 
pone too absurd to be entertained for a moment. 
Senator Daggett was made permanent Chairman 
and announced that Mr. William H. Williams, 
President of the Brookiyn Young Republican 
Club, was present as a representative trom the 
Citizens’ League, the Young Men's Democratic 
Club, and the Young Republican Club, and 
wished to be heard. 

Mr. Williams read the resolutions, as adopted 
by the Citizens’ League, and they were adopted as 
the platform of the party. The following resolu- 
tion was afterward added: 

Res ved, That the Republican Party of the city of 
Brooklyn, having adopted the foregoing resolutions as 
its platform, points to the past administrati of city 
alfairs by Republicans as the proof of its sificerity in 
adopting them, and uppeals to ail citizens of Brookly n 
who agree with the principles of these resolutions to 
prove their sincerity by voting for the candidates 
nominated to-night. 

Mr. Tilney, delegate from the First Ward, 
placed in nomination Alderman Theodore D. 
Dimon, of the First Ward, for Mayor. Scarcely 
bad Mr. Tilney taken his seat when Mr. 
Bernard Peters, of the Nineteeth Ward, walked 
up on the platform and said he haa intended 
pn behalf, he believed, of three-quarters 
pf the delegates present to nominate Col. An- 
jrew D. Baird. Mr. Peters read a letter ad- 
dressed to Col. Baird by Benjamin F. 


Frederick Schroeder, W. L. Ogden, W. 
H. Williams, and others, stating their 
belief that an independent Democratic 


candidate for Mayor would best subserve the 
real interests of Brooklyn, and asking that Col. 
Baird retuse the nomination in order thatan 
independent might be nominated. He also read 
Col. Baird’s reply, in which the Colonel said that 
as he had never sought the nomination, it would 
pe no sacrifice for him to yield to the 
wishes of the gentlemen, and he therefore de- 
clined to allow his name to be used as a can- 
didate for nomination before the City Conven- 
tion. Mr. Pete then expressed the belief 
that unless Col. Baird was nominated 
for Mayor the Republican Party, as far as 
the Brooklyn Mayoralty was concerned, was lost, 
and that if the citizens put up an independent 
candidate he would. be elected. Col. Baird was 
offered for nomination and the motion seconded 
by half a dozen different delegates. 

Then Senator Daggett temporarily resigned 
the chair, and in aringing speech he secondea 
the nomination of Alderman Dimon.

C. H. K. Smith, the candidate for Supervisor 
at Large, isan ex-Alderman and an undertaker.

LINCOLN AND COLLAMER. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 

In the cemetery of the beautiful mount- 
ain village of Woodstock, Vt., lie buried the 
mortal remains of Jacob Collamer, Judge of the 
Supreme Court of his State, Representative in 
Congress from 1843 to 1849, Postmaster-General 
under President Taylor, and from _ 1855 to his 
death, Dec. 8, 1865,a member of the United States 
Senate. One of the purest and abiest men whoever 
sat in either house of the Nationa: Legislature, 
he won the esteem and confidence of the Whig 
and Republican leaders from Clay to Lincoln and 
Grant.

Joseph 
Murphy, a stationer, heard her say in Irwin’s 
drug store that she had purchased strychnine in 
Cincinnati, but had been given quinine by mis- 
take. Moses H. Bates,a druggist, said the de- 
fendant was in his store Aug. 13 to purchase 
strychnine. As she refused to sign the poison 
record she did not get the drug.

DAMAGE BY TORNADOES. 


HOW IT MAY BE AVERTED TO A CONSIDER- 
ABLE EXTENT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The attention of Congress is called to the 
fact that some of the terrible loss of lite and 
property due to tornadoes can be averted. In 
1882 Prof. T. B. Maury asserted what was then 
the fact, that the prediction of a tornado was a 
triumph yet to be attained by the science of 
meteorology. In less than two years from that 
time some predictions of tornadoes were suc- 
cessfully made by Lieut. John P. Finley, of the 
Signal Service. The percentage of verified pre- 
dictions is steadily increased by knowledge of 
the average conditions preceding each series of 
tornadoes, thus making the predictions more 
definite and local with each succeeding year. 
Already the predictions of safety for the day 
are effective. Of 3,228 predictions unfavorable 
to tornadoes made in 1884 8,201 were verified, 
and of 38 predictions that tornadoes would 
occur, made in April and June, 1884, 18 were veri- 
tied. Of 19 predictions that torrfadoes would 
occur, made in June and July, 1885, 15 were gen- 
erally verified. When tornadoes were predicted 
in no instance did violent storms fail to occur, 
either hurricanes, tornadoes, or hail. The fail- 
ure of some predictions is doubtless due to in- 
accurate and insufficient reports from sparsely 
settled regions. While it is admitted that noth- 
ing like abs» lute control of these phenomena 
has been attained, yet the above figures clearly 
justify the presence of tornado signals either of 
safety or danger at every telegraph station in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri, Illinois, lowa, Obio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Georgia, and North Caro- 
lina, especially during April, May, June, July, 
August, and September. It is hoped that Con- 
gress will direct the Signal Service to submit 
estimates of the expense necessary to establish 
such a system of signals. The cost would be a 
tew thousand dollars for flags or colored disks 
and for telegraph service.

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SOME OF HAVER’S METHODS 


EDUCATING AN EMPLOYE TO BE 
HIS SUCCESSOR. 

{HE TESTIMONY IN THE BLACKMAILING 
CASE ALL IN, BUT HAVER AND HIS 
FACTOTUM NOT EXAMINED. 

John De Morgan, who occupied: the wit- 
ness stand during Monday afternoon in Record- 
er Smyth’s court in defense of Louis P. Haver, 
pharged with using his paper, Thompson's Bank 
Note Reporter, to blackmail banks and bankers, 
Was again a witness yesterday morning when 
Assistant District Attorney Fitzgerald had him 
in hand in cross-examination, and through part 
of the afternoon, when the defense recailed bim. 
The examination covered the identification of 
papers in evidence, and was of necessity rather 
prolix, eliciting replies which were designed 
to shield Haver from the charge of re- 
pponsibility for tbe offensive operations that 
proceeded from Haver’s office. De Morgan 
said Haver usually gave only general 
directions about correspondence, leaving it to 
others to phrase the dunning and other letters 
sent out. The witness said he frequently sent 
put slips reflecting on banks and bankers along 


with bills and letters. The slips were obtained 
from newspapers and from other sources, and 
‘vere sent out like the letters by Mr. Haver's 
general direction. It was the custom of the of- 
fice to seek information about banks and bank- 
prs and tosend slips of thesame tothe persons 
affected. 

“Do you mean to say that whenever you 
found in a newspaper or heard from any source, 

ecorder Smyth asked, “anything against a 

ank or banker—you sent such information to 
the person or persons concerned ?” 5 

* Yes, Sir, and | was thanked many a time for 
doing it.” E 

“ Quite naturally,” said Mr. Fullerton approv- 

negly. 
‘ =i have an idea,” the Recorder went on, “ that 
pome citizens would not thank him for doing it— 
for collecting abusive rumors and mailing slips 
to them containing such rumors, especially in 
connection with applications to pay up $5—’ 

“Which was due,” Mr. Fullerton and Mr. 
Jackson interposed together. 

“JT fancy that if abusive articles were to ap- 

arin print about a man named Fullerton, and 
FF come one were to send them to you and ask 
what you had tosay about them, you would not 
feel very grateful to him,’’ Recorder Smyth ad- 
ded. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, in following up this line of 
questions, asked the witness to recall how a bill 
was made out to the First National Bank of 
Marathon for two years’ subscription ufter the 
bank had been only about a month in ex- 
stence. De Morgan replied that the bills 
were for services rendered to Tripp & Adams, 
bankers, on tbe supposition that this firm 
wwas merged into the bank, Mr. Tripp becoming 
President and Mr. Adams Cashier of the bank. 
The letters written from Haver’s office to the 
bank were shown to witness and identified. 
They were simply insolent demands for money 
for services which could not have been rendered 
to the bank, as the bank kaa not existed, and 
which the firm of Tripp & Adams declared had 
mot been rendered to it. One of the letters, 
acknowledged by the witness to be in his hand- 
writing, began by saying that the inclosed sli 
reminds “us” that Mr. Tripp had not kept his 

romise to calland settle during a late visit to 

be city. The slip was a four-line dispatch to a 
morning newspaper. It was dated from Austin, 
Texas, and seemed to read: 

“John F. Tripp. of New-York, arrested here some 
time agoon ac arge of forgery, was released to-day 
from custody, having given bonds in the sum of $500.” 

The name printed in the dispatch was, in fact, 
“ Trippe” or *“ Tripper,” but a thick ink blot 
had been dropped on the name, so that it seemed 
to be “ Tripp.”’ the bank President's name. De 
Morgan said he sent the slip, but did not know 
how the name had been doctored; it was none 
of his doing. 

Charlies G. Steurer was called by the defense to 
pustain the vague ciaims of Mr. Fullerton, 
ewhich De Morgan had sustained only by general 
denials of anything wrong on Haver's part, 
that Haver’s business was so disarranged by the 
losses of his books and subscription lists that 
the dunning and abusive lettersto banks that 
pwed nothing were inspired by nothing worse 
than a memory excusably defective. Mr. Steu- 
rer supervises the printing of the Reporter and 
does other work. It was with him, jointly with 
John Francis, that Haver juggled his property 
by the interchange of a bill of sale, a chattel 
mortgage, anda note for $10,000, so that the 

roperty might not stand in Haver’s name dur- 

ng the expected triai on the indictment found 

fin August, 1884. He testified that the property 
‘was transferred because THE TIMES had threat- 
pned to apply to the Post Office authorities to 
exclude Haver’s paper from the mails as second 
pluss matter. Haver thought he could check- 

ate any such movement by parting with the 

itie to his property, and took this way of doing 
it. Afterthe demurrer to the indictment was 
pustainei Haver handed over the papers one 
Hay to Francis, in tne presence of the witness, 
paying he bad better destroy them, as they were 
ho longer of any use. This occurred in October 
of last year, and not in March last, as Francis 
had testified. Francis was discharged in March, 
the witness said, for refusing to assist in 
compiling the bank lists. In regard to 
Haver’s losses by the World Buildin 
fire, the witness said nothing was saved excep 
what was in the safe. He did not know just 
what was saved, but thought the subscription 
lists baa been burned. He was certain that dur- 
ing his connection with Haver, dating back 
beverai years, no tills had been sent out except 
for services rendered, and that the general 
workings of the office, with which he was famiji- 
jar, were straightforward. ‘I knew what was 
going on,” he explained with fatal candor, ** be- 
cause Mr. Haver is educating me to take his 
place some time.” 

“Dia you make out the bills?” inquired Re- 
corder Smyth, seeking to discover the basis of 
the witness’s positive assurance that no bills 
‘were sent out except proper onés. The witness 
admitted that he neither made out nor handled 
the bills. 

Mr. Fitzgerald made good use of Mr. Steurer 
in cross-examination, drawing from him that 
when Haver was inthe World Building it was 
his habit to keep at night account books, sub- 

ription lists, and generally the data of the re- 

tions of the office with subscribers in the office 
pate, whose contents were not burned. About 
the discharge of Francis, the witness said the 
work of compiling bank lists wastaken from 
him because he was incompetent, and that his 
discharge was due to his subsequent refusal to 
do his work. 

Francis was the only witness in rebuttal. He 
jdentified the letters written to the Marathon 
Bank, with the slip above given, as having been 
dictated by himself to De Morgan at Haver's 
order. He denied flatly what Mr. Steurer had 
Baid about the motive of the transfer of Haver’s 
property. ** There was talk about making over 
the property to protect it in the mails,” he said, 
**but I showed Mr. Haver the fallacy of it, and 
that the names of the owners would not save it 
from exclusion from the mails as second class 
matter, but that what was printed in the paper 
‘would determine that.”” Mr. Francis insisted, as 
formerly, thut the transfer papers were handed 
him by Haver for the purpose of having the 
property retransferred. 

This ended the testimony. The defense had 
Omitted to call Haver or his factotum, Callinan, 
and bad taken pains to keep out of evidence the 
bundle of papers containing offensive articles 
which Lawyer Peckbam produced the other 
day, the defense having them marked at that 
time for identification, and calling, with a de- 
Mant flourish, for all of the kind that ne or his 
neighbors and their friends could find. Mr. 
Jackson will sum up for Haver this morning, 
nd the case will probably go to the jury to-day.

STATE FISHERY INTERESTS. 

The Fall meeting of the State Fishery 
Commission was held in this city yesterday, 
Commissioners Robert B. Roosevelt, Roger A. 
Bherman, William H. Bowman,and Eugene G. 
Blackford being present. Of the $26,000 appro- 
priated by the State, $12,000 was ordered to be 
placed at the disposal of the Caledonia fishery, 
$5,000 to the Adirondack, $4,000 to that at Cold 
Bpring, $1,000 for the St. Lawrence, and $1,000 
twas held for contingent expenses. The remain- 
ing $3,000 will be used in liquidating last year's 
deficiency. Several applications were received 
for permission to use nets in catching fish other 
than game in the St. Lawrence Kiver and streams 
in Jefferson County. but all were denied, as 
tending to infraction of existing laws. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was authorized to obtain the 
Bpawn of the Oregon trout, Salmo purpuratus, 
for the purpose of introducing tbe culture of 
the fish in the waters of the State, and Commis- 
sioner Blackford was ordered to exchange 25,000 
begs of the rainbow trout with Prof. Van Vehr, 

f Berlin, for a similar number of the ova ot the 

rown German trout. The Adirondack fishery 
has been compieted during the Summer, and the 
employes have forsome time been engaged in 
procuring spawn, and good results are expected 
next year from the prosecution of the work in 
the lakes and streams of that region.

SUGGESTING CITY REFORMS. 


MAYOR. GRACE’S TESTIMONY BEFORE THE 
SENATE COMMITTEE. 


The discussion of New-York’s-dispropor- 
tionate share in the distribution of the school 
moneys was resumed before the Senate investigat- 
ing committee yesterday. Mayor Grace said that 
in making the distribution on the basis of popu- 
lation the State Superintendent of Instruction 
figured on the number of people in this city as 
shown in the census of 1880, making no allow- 


ance at all for the immense increase of popula- 
tion during the last five years. A letter was 
read from the Superintendent to the Controller 
in this city showing that in other portions of 
the State money raised from school taxes is 
paid right over to Supervisors for school pur- 
poses, and that they receive in addition school 
money that comes exclusively from the city of 
New-York. 

In suggesting measures for local reform Mayor 
Grace said that it would be a great advantage to 
the Mayor if he could be relieved of the necessi- 
ty of personally supervising the payments of 
money from the City Treasury. At present the 
Auditors are appointed by the Controller, and 
are responsible only to him. Mayor Grace sug- 
gested that the ro pe appoint the Auditors and 
then let the Controller and City Chamberlain be 
made responsibie for the payment of city 
moneys. e suggested, also, that it would be 
wise to have the salaries in the Police Depart- 
ment paid through the Finance Department, the 
same as is done in the Fire Department. At 
present # check for the sum total of al! the sala- 
ries in a police precinct is given to the Captain of 
that ng whois under bonds for its faithful 
distribution. The Mayor believed that it would 
insure a better auditing of public accounts to 
have the salaries of the police — through the 
same sources as other city employes. The Mayor 
was fully aware, be said, of the numerous com- 

laints made in regard to city water meters, and 

e saw possible justice in them. The protests 
came principally from shops and stores, but he 
had also heard of an attempted invasion of : ri- 
vate houses. The exclusive power to fix the 
water rate, collect it, and regulate the use 
of meters devolves upon the Commissioner of 
Public Works, from whose decision there is no 
appeal. This was too much power, the Mayor 
thought, to vest in any one map. The collec- 
tion of water rents, at all events, should be in 
charge of the Finance Department. Mayor 
Grace believed also that the Mayor should have 
power to remove appointments of his creation. 
In the case of the Excise Commissioners, ror 
example, no removal was possible except by the 
Gcvernor, and without the intervention of the 
Mayor. be Mayor expressed his strong disap- 
proval of the mandatory laws which drop 10 
per cent. of the excise funds into the pen- 
sion money of the Fire Department and 25 per 
cent. of them into the pension fund of the Pu- 
lice Department. He believed the public had a 
right to more definite information than it 
could now obtain as to the ultimate disposal of 
the money. 

To greatly facilitate municipal business the 
Mayor said he saw great necessity for a commo- 
dious municipal building, where all the depart- 
ments could be gathered under one roof instead 
of being scattered throughout the city and pay- 
ing $100,000 a year rent. So far asthe city’s loss 
in the suspended Marine Bank was concerned, 
Mayor Grace said that he had frequently spoken 
with the Corporation Counsel about the mat- 
ter. The Counsel said that he did not see any- 
body to proceed against unless it was the Board 
of Directors, and that the only advisable thing 
at present was to wait for the results of the Re- 
ceiver’s work. The Mayor said that he had the 
Corporation Counsel’s assurance that when he 
ascertained what claim was made and saw 
an opportunity to move in the _ city’s 
interest, he should doso. Solittle power was 
left in the Board of Aldermen that the Mayor 
didnot beiieve that the people of New-York 
took much interest in their election. Still, he 
was awake to the necessity of choosing good 
men to administer what power the board had 
left. In Mayor Grace’s opinion a Mayor should 
not be allowed to take a second term, so that in 
having exolusive responsibility for appoint- 
ments he could not perpetuate his own polit- 
ical power if he were so disposed. The commit- 
tee asked the Mayorto drafta bill, or bills, em- 
bodying the reform suggestions he had made 
during his testimony. The committee wili sit 
again to-day. 


JOHN ANDERSON’S SPIRITUALISM. 





DOCTORS GIVING THEIR REASONS FOR BE- 
- LIEVING HE WAS INSANE. 

Two doctors were on the witness stand 
yesterday in the course of the trial of the suit 
involving the validity of the will of Millionaire 
John Anderson. They were Dr. Theodore Di- 
mon, of Brooklyn, and Dr. James A. Milne, of 


Oswego. Both were called as witnesses for the 
plaintiff. As soon as Dr. Dimon took the stand 
Lawyer R.S. Newcombe began to unreel a hy- 
potbetical question to him. It enchained his at- 
tention for five minutes, but he did not gct a 
chance to answer it. Ex-Judge Arnoux object- 
ed to it on the ground that it embodied, 
as statements of tact, matters that had not been 
educed as affecting John Anderson, and Judge 
Van Brunt ruled it out. A similarly long ques- 
tion met with the same fate. Finally Dr. Di- 
mon got an opportunity to advance the theory 
that a person who was sleepless and bad pains in 
the head was not well, and that a person who 
believed that adead son visited him in spirit 
and directed him to give $100 to another person 
was the victim of an insane delusion, probably 
a hallucination. A person who believed with- 
out cause that his relatives intended to kill him 
was similarly affected, Dr. Dimon thougbt. _ 

“Is it your belief that all believers in Spirit- 
ualism are insane?” asked Mr. Newcombe. 

**By no means. The world is full of foois on 
all sides who are not necessarily insane.” 

‘““But suppose a person sits and talks, as he 
supposes, with the spirit of a deceased person, 
what would that indicate ?” 

“That he is probably insane.”’ 

“Is such a person competen. to make a will?” 

**No, Sir.” 

Ex-Judge Arnoux, in  cross-examination, 
asked: * Do you remember that Martin Luther 
thought he was haunted by the devil, and that 
he threw an inkstand at him? Would you call 
him insane?” 

“Tthink he had an insane delusion. I al- 
ways thought so.” 

““Do you believe that a person’s mind can be 
sound on one subject and insane upon another 
at the same time?” 

**T do, decidedly.” 

“Under what circumstances may a person be- 
lieve in Spiritualism and yet be sane ?” 

** When he does not _ believe also in any impos- 
sibility connected with Spiritualism.” 

Dr. Milne thought that John Anderson was 
insane because he had a sbuffiine gait and shaky 
Jimbs and head, and because he believed that, 
following the consummation of italian unity, all 
Europe could be formed into a republic. 

* Did you ever hear,” asked ex-J udge Arnoux, 
“that Gov. Tilden was affected with shaking of 
the head and shuffling feet ?” 

- ™T bave.” 

“Do you think these indicate him to be of 
unsound mind ?”” 

“They indicate an unsound body—I wouidn't 
say an unsound mind.” 

Ex-Judge Arnoux moved that a verdict be 
directed for the defendants on the ground that 
nothing had been proved showing the will of 
Mr. Anderson to be invahd, inasmuch as the 
courts have held thata person is competent to 
make a will even though subject to delusions 
that do not affect his business capacity. Judge 
Van Brunt took the motion under consideration 
until this morning. 





IN JAY GOULD'S CONFIDENCE. 
Victor Newcombe, who is just now the 
most conspicuous of Wall-street’s bull leaders, is 
said to have a bone to pick with Jay Gould. Be- 


fore Gould went West he is said to have been 
much given to courting the company of Mr. 
Newcombe, who, it was known, was carrying a 
remarkably well filled purse; and, as the story 
goes, Mr. Gould remarked to Mr. Newcombe 
that there was going to be a vacancy in the 
Western Union Telegraph Company's Board of 
Directors, and, whispered Mr. Gould in sweet 
confidence, how would Mr. Newcombe like to be 
a Western Union Director? Mr. Gould felt 
that fresh blood should be injected into 
the Directory, and he knew nobody whom 
he would welcome there so much as he 
would Mr. Newcombe. Mr. Newcombe was 
willin’: and when Mr. Newcombe saw that 
somebody in the stock market seemed willing 
to sell Western Union Mr. Newcombe Jaid hands 
on a good — pile of it. Then election day came. 
Mr. Jay Gould was out West, and Col. Clowry 
and not Victor Newcombe was elected to the 
single vacancy in the board. Mr. Newcombe is 
said to be pretty thoroughly convinced now 
that the man who sold the Western Union stock 
that he bought was none other than the confiding 
Mr. Jay Gould; wherefore Mr. Newcombe is 
human enough to get somewhat angry. Mr. 
Gould has been in Wall-street for the past two 
days, but “urgent business” has so tar kept the 
door locked between him and some other people.

SOME DEMOCRATIC TANGLES. 
+> 
HILL FOUND IT NECESSARY TO 
COME TO NEW-YORK. 

Gov. Hill was visited in the Hoffman 
House last night by many of the local Demo- 
cratic politicians. He went out early in the day 
and did not return until late in the afternoon. 
There was a story that he had been with Hubert 
O. Thompson during the greater part of the 
time he was absent. Among other things which 
the Governor did during the day was to straight- 
en out several entanglements in some of the As- 
sembly districts in the interest of certain work- 


ingmen’s organizations. Some of the labor re- 
formers want to run for the Assembly this Fall, 
but could not get the County Democrats to lis- 
ten to them. The Governor found that Tam- 
many Hall was willing to agree on some of the 
names suggested if the County Democracy 
would do thesame. The result of his visit has 
been a compromise. While not getting all they 
wanted, the labor organizations are to be given 
some of the Assembly nominations, 

Another matter that was broucht to the atten- 
tion of the Governor was the action of the Irv- 
ing Hall Executive Committee in reconvening 
the Senatorial Convention of the Fifth Sena- 
torial District for the purpose of indorsing 
Michael Norton, who professes to be a great 
friend of President Cleveland, but he was ad- 
vised to take no part in the controversy. 
Through the active agency of the Governor 
arrangements were perfected during the day for 
the running of union Senatorial candidates in all 
except the Fifth, Sixth,and Ninth Senate Dis- 
tricts, where rival Democratic nominations have 
already been made. The County Democracy is 
to name the candidates in the Seventh and 
Tenth and Tammany in the Eighth and Eleventh 
Districts. This means that Tammany will in- 
dorse Senator James Daly in the Seventh Dis- 
trict and whoever is nominated to succeed J. 
Hampden Robbin the Tenth, while the County 
Democracy will indorse Tammany’s nominee 
against Frederick 8. Gibbs in the Eighth Dis- 
trict and Senator George W. Plunkitt in the 
Eleventh. The Tammany men in the EFighth 
District want Coroner Bernard F. Martin nom- 
inated, but the County Democrats are opposed 
to him. A proposition has been made to let 
Tammany nominate in the Tenth District and 
the County Democracy in the Eighth.

ONE WAY TO GET MONEY.

FAVORING A SUBSIDY. 
Another meeting of the Maritime Ex- 
change was held yesterday to consider the 
work of the Excbange’s special committee to 
which was given the task of recommending 
measures for the revival of the American mer- 
chant marine. The committee reported in favor 


of a scheme, based on the French bounty act, 
providing tor a Government subsidy to each 
American vessel, steam or sail, at the rate of 30 
cents for each ton for each 1,000 miles traveled, 
this :ate at the end of 10 years to ve reduced 10 
per cent. annually until extinguished. Only 100 
of the 1,000 members of the Exchange were 

resent yesterday. The subsidy people were out 
n force, and though one ortwo members pro- 
tested against a rush, and though an appeal was 
made to call a further meeting when the Ex- 
change might be fairly represented, tae disposi- 
tion of the 100 members present was to put 
everything throuzh ina hurry; andthe result 
was that a committee was instructed to dratt a 
bill on the 30-cent subsidy plan for presentation 
to the next Congress.

SEEKING HEAVY PENALTIES. 

The war upon alleged violators of the 
excise law in the town of Southampton, Suffolk 
County, still continues.
